Auditors Report 


To the Town of Granville: 

The auditors appreciate the co-operation of the officials whose 
accounts have been audited and feel that a creditable advance has 
been made, especially in the matter of Selectmen’s Financial Report, 
which we are glad to be able to approve for the first time in years. 

We have endeavored to have the Selectmen’s reports placed in 
such shape that the various accounts each show both funds available 
and amounts expended or transferred. Thus Selectmen’s Financial 
Report and the Financial Summary and the Treasurer’s Report, with 
proper additions and subtractions, should balance respectively and 
with each other. 


We suggest that a statement of Surplus Revenue be appended 
to the Town Treasurer’s report and that unexpended balances accru- 
ing to that account be indicated from year to year plus any other 
sums accruing be added so that the citizens may have an annual state- 
ment of the Reserve Fund so called. This will allow the citizens in 
general to have a more accurate knowledge of funds. 


If the unexpended balance of 1985 Machinery Account carried 
over into 1936, then 1936 Machinery Account started with an asset of 
$610.79. This would seem to be the understanding of the 1935-36 
Board of Selectmen as indicated on page 73 of 1935 Annual Report 
and that Board should have noted said amount of $610.79 as an 
available asset in their records of beginning 1936, which they did 
not do. Said Board of 1935-6 did keep within said sum in amounts 
($609.02) paid from Machinery Account up to March Ist. If unex- 
pended balances of Machinery Account become available assets in 
succeeding year, then the Machinery Account for 1936 should have 
the following available assets: 


January 1st, Unexpended Balance, 1935 $610.79 
February 24, Machinery earnings of 1935 3,886.23 
October 13, Overlay Reserve Transfer 2,000.00 


If unexpended balance of 1935 reverts to surplus revenue, then 
the only available assets for 1936 are the amounts actually voted by 
Town, namely, those of February 24th and October 13th. 


If an unexpended balance represents machinery earnings, then 
an available asset, if reappropriated, would be logical. If there has 
been a special appropriation or transfer, then the unexpended balance 
represents money which normally reverts to the surplus revenue. We 
feel that this is what occurred in 1935 and the balance of $610.79 
reverted to surplus revenue.

Tabulations made by the Trustees, taken from records of their 
agents, show that during the year 463 persons in Granville were 
reported to have been enrolled in some Extension Project, attended 
one or more Extension Meetings, acted as demonstrators, local lead- 
ers, or otherwise co-operated with and showed a personal interest 
in the Extension program for the Town and County as directed by the 
County Agents and State College Specialists.

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Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Granville School Committee: 


Herewith is submitted my seventh annual report, it being the thirty- 
fourth of such reports in this school union. 

1936 was another important milestone in Granville’s educational history. 
During this year a new elementary school for West Granville was voted, 
built, dedicated, and occupied. The abortive effort to build this as a P.W.A. 
project, late in 1935, was duly recorded in our last report. At the annual 
Town meeting in 1936 it was voted to pay P.W.A. bills contracted in 1935, 
amounting to $927.08. Of this amount, $799.78 was later salvaged and 
applied toward the building as we now have it, making the net loss to the 
Town because of the P.W.A. effort, $127.30. Turning to the financial reports, 
which are classified under separate appropriations, we find that by adding 
the construction costs, $16,442.98, the well $380, the lot $550, and the $799.78 
noted above, the total cost of building and lot was $18,172.76. Of. this, 
$16,000 was borrowed, and the rest raised in 1936. Elsewhere we have in- 
dicated how this loan will affect the tax rate each year of its duration, beginning 
with seventy-nine cents on a thousand the first year, decreasing to fifty-eight 
cents the last year. Incidentally, 1937 will see more than half of the aggregate 
principal and interest on the Village School loan, paid up; so the West 
Granville loan can be more easily handled. It will be noted that none of 
the 1936 school appropriations, or school building appropriations, were over- 
drawn. On the building, a combined balance of $77.22 was turned in. 

To go on with the story. - After the failure of the P.W.A. project, it 
was proposed that the Town proceed on its own initiative to erect a two-room 
building, leaving the matter of gymnasium to the future, but otherwise using 
the plans already at hand. This was approved by the voters at the Annual 
Town Meeting, February 24, 1936, by a vote of 116 to 2. The Sheets lot was 
purchased as a site. The architect was Mr. S. W. Haynes of Fitchburg, and 
the contractor, Mr. Richard W. Waterman of Athol. The Building Committee, 
under the P.W.A. project period, was: Mr. Porter T. Frisbie, chairman; Mr. 
Ernest Barnes, Mr. Joseph Dickinson, Mr. Walter C. Prewitt, Mrs. Alice M. 
Frisbie, Mrs. Alice A. Cheney, and Mr. Stephen Roberts. Mr. M. C. Moore 


acted as secretary. During the erection period, the same committee served, 
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Mr. Edward Jensen replacing Mr. Dickinson, and later, Mrs. Meriam Dickinson 
replacing Mrs. Cheney. The building was completed September 11 and occu- 
pied September 14. The dedication was held October 16, at 8 P.M., in the

After the dedication the building was thrown open for public inspection 
under the direction of the teachers, Miss Edna Crompton, of the upper room, 
and Miss Ruth Eldridge, teacher of the lower room, assisted by a committee 
of pupils. The following motto was placed in the upper room: “Prove all 
things; hold fast to that which is good.” This motto had been placed on the 
blackboard of the upper room in the school by the brook when it was opened 
in 1873, and upon the blackboard in the upper room of the Village School, 
when it was opened in 1934. This may therefore be said to be the tradi- 


tional motto of Granville. 


LOOKING FORWARD 


Four years ago our schools were sadly lacking in three important par- 
ticulars, school plant, text-books and supplies, and seats and desks. All these 
needs have now been attended to. This is naturally a matter of deep satis- 
faction to all of our citizens. However, we dare not stand still. We must 
-see to it that a new school is put into each of our new school buildircs. So 
often do we find towns, which at great sacrifice, erect modern schoolhouses 


for their children, and then, through indifference, allow the conservative 
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element in the community so to shape school policies that the teachers are 
not allowed to use modern procedures in the class rooms. With us, this 
tragedy must be averted. We have a teaching staff of unusual ability, highly 
trained, alert, and eager to put into practice the best that educational research 
is continually discovering. We have a school committee that is broad-minded 
in their points of view, well poised, practical and fair in their administration. 
We have a large body of citizens that is progressive in outlook and helpful 
in attitude on every occasion. These splendid forces must assert themselves 
in no uncertain manner, and see to it that Granville has the best in schools 


as well as the best in school buildings. 
MARKS 


This is an opportune time, when our high school pupils, as a group, 
are consistently getting marks well above the average, to point out that it is 
a bit unfair to judge the work of an elementary school by the marks of its 
graduates in high school, especially at the first marking period, before they 
have become adjusted. The conditions are so different in high school. The 
pupil deals with many different teachers, instead of one. These teachers 
are college-minded. The subject matter is strange. The daily routine is new. 
New study habits must be formed. Social demands are numerous and in- 
sistent. Formerly, only a select few went to high school, the academic, book- 
minded pupils. This group is doing just as good work now as it ever did. 
But now everybody goes to high school. This requires a readjustment of 
high school curricula. It also requires a readjustment in our sense of values. 
We must be sympathetic with the less able pupil, and rejoice that he is getting 
large citizenship values to bring back to his community, even if he is not on 
the honor roll. Of course, these observations hold always and only if the 


the student is living up to his personal best. 


THE PRE-SCHOOL CHILD 


The report of the school nurse shows a very gratifying interest on the 
part of Granville parents in the Summer child conference, sponsored by the 
State Department of Public Health. This brings to the front the fact that 
the value of school dental clinics, diphtheria immunization work, nutrition 
planning and vaccination clinics are enhaced many fold, if the pre-school child 
can be reached. No child should enter school until he has had all of these 


protective services, and has had any physical defects remedied. 


Recent studies in the field of reading readiness have brought findings of

great significance for the pre-school child. These studies show that the greater 
the amount of experience the child has, the greater this readiness to learn 
to read: and the larger his oral vocabulary, the more he has to tie to, in 
learning to read. In other words, the home can do more to help him, by 
broadening and enriching his play, and directing and multiplying his contacts 
and experiences with things, than by home teaching with books. It also follows 
that we run into difficulties, if formal teaching of reading is attempted in 
school, before the child is ripe for it; and both experimentation and experience 
show that the nearer seven years of age he is, on entering school, the more 
sure and rapid will be his progress. Six is the minimum age that any wise 
parent will allow a child to graduate from the educative influences of the 
home. From the administrative point of view, it is necessary for the school 
to have a rule requiring a minimum age of five years, eight months, for en- 
trance; not because that is an ideal minimum, but simply to prevent the 


absurdity of any earlier entrance. 
THE PAST YEAR 


There were no changes in personnel during the past year. Mr. Roy 
Barnes was employed at the West Granville school as janitor. During the 
year, $99.60 was saved by the pupils of the Town in the school savings account, 
and this amount was deposited in the Woronoco Savings Bank. We should 
record, also, that the pupils of the West Granville School, during the Fall 


Term, earned and bought a piano for the new school. 


The total gross cost of elementary and high school pupils in Granville 
for 1936 was $19,670.92. The reimbursements were as follows: 


General School Fund (income tax) $890.00 
Aid for superintendent’s salary 573.43 
High school transportation 3;L70.63 
State wards 256.50 

Total $4,895.56 


Subtracting the reimbursements from the gross cost leaves $14,775.36 as 
the net cost of schools for the year. The amount spent for vocational edu- 
cation was $746.25, and the reimbursements on vocational education (based 


on 1935 expenditures) were $937.75.

In closing, may your superintendent express the satisfaction that comes 
from being associated with the work of a school system that has consistently 
gone forward throughout the depression period; a rare tribute, indeed, to 
Granville enterprise.

My dear Mr. Moore: 


The report of the music activities in the Granville schools during 1936 


is as follows: 


No important changes were made in the music schedule during the past 
year. There has been a general improvement in the tone quality of the voices 
and the ability of the pupils to master the technique of note-reading and 


musical interpretation. 


In the primary grades rote songs, easy note-reading, simple folk dances, 
and rhythm band selections fill the musical needs of the pupils. 

In the third, fourth, and fifth grades, more difficult note-reading, two- 
part singing, drill in chromatics, and folk dances are included in the program. 


The upper grades complete the remaining problems in musical technique, 


such as compound time, sixteenth notes, and three-part singing, with much 
emphasis upon the artistic expression of songs as indicated by the composers. 


Folk dances are also greatly enjoyed by these pupils. 


The Christmas and graduation programs are always welcomed by the 
pupils, as they realize the value of applying their yearly effort to programs 


for public performance.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
January, 1936, to January, 1937 


The School Nurse spends two school nursing days each month 
in the schools of Granville during the school year. 


The health program is the same as in previous years. She has 
assisted the school physician in physical examinations and diphtheria 
immunization clinics, also the dentist in examining the teeth of the 
school children. 


In April Dr. Whitehead, the clinic dentist, examined 111 children. 
Two received certificates for perfect teeth at the time of examination. 
Twenty-six received certificates from the clinic dentist and five from 
their family dentist. This makes a total of thirty-six children with 
perfect teeth in the schools of Granville. 


In May Dr. White gave toxoid immunization against diphtheria 
to six children. At present about 88% of the school population is 
immunized against diphtheria. This is very encouraging, but we 
still have a large number of pre-school children that should receive 
this treatment. 


In October Dr. White examined 114 children and found six with 
sufficient defects to need attention. (The number of dental defects 
is similar to Dr. Whitehead’s.) Six enlarged tonsils, one heart mur- 
mur, two acne. 


Four were unvaccinated. Later the school physician vaccinated 
three and family physician one. 

Hight children had defective vision. Six have already corrected 
vision by glasses. 


During the year five children had tonsils removed. 

It is gratifying to note the interest taken by the parents in 
correcting defects and giving their children every opportunity for 
better health. 

88 of the school children were given the tuberculin test in 
October. Of this group five were x-rayed. 


The Hampden County Tuberculosis Association did the work 
on this clinic. Dr. Ascollilo of the Westfield State Sanatorium was 
the physician in charge. 
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The pre-school conference held in July, conducted by the State 
Department of Health co-operating with Dr. White, was very suc- 
cessful, thanks to the women of Granville. I feel sure that when 
our diphtheria immunization clinic comes around in the spring we 
will get the same co-operation from the mothers of pre-school 
children. 


The children are weighed three times during the school year. 
Measured two times. Slips are sent home to parents showing gain 
or loss in weight between weighings. Except for a few, the gain 
in weight and height has been very satisfactory. 

In carrying on the work, the nurse has made 70 school, home, 
and miscellaneous visits, given 63 classroom talks, and has had 90 
consultations with parents, teachers, and pupils. Had 9 first aid 
treatments. 

Children’s diseases have been very few. Time lost at school 
by children was caused by colds. 

The new school is a joy to us all. Ideal ventilation and light- 
ing systems will help a great deal to keep the children healthy.

COUNTY AID TO AGRICULTURE 


Town of Granville 


Work of the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture and 
the Hampden County Improvement League During 193 


Granville is noted for its fruit growing and holds first 
rank with leading communities in this industry throughout 
the Commonwealth. Naturally, the work of the Agricultural 
Department of the League has been focused mainly along 
lines that would effect this particular industry. Three well- 
attended fruit growers meetings were held during the sum- 
mer. At one of these meetings, growers from other sections 
of the County as well as Hampshire County were present 
and keen interest was shown in the excellent results Gran- 
ville orchardists had obtained in many phases of orchard 
practices. 


Eighteen local farmers were active cooperators in 
extension projects in orcharding, dairying, and forestry. 


Two other well attended meetings were held under the 
auspices of the local Farm Bureau with the League cooper- 
ating, and as a result of one of these meetings a committee 
was appointed to study and outline a program that would be 
of economic value to the blueberry growers. 


Twenty-nine farmers were enrolled in the 1937 Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program, and many individual farm 
visits were made by the County Agents. 


The report of the Home Bureau shows an enrollment 
of 182 in nine different projects, led by 23 local leaders. 
Some 30 different meetings were held, and the Agents of 
the League made 15 home calls in relation to the work. 
A group from Granville also took a prominent part in the 
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county-wide music festival, and another group combined 
with Tolland and West Granville in the Outdoor Living 
Room Project. 


There were 53 young people enrolled in five 4-H Club 
projects during the year, directed by 10 volunteer leaders. 
Many of these Club members exhibited their products at 
local fairs and the Eastern States Exposition, making a 
very creditable showing. 


The League staff enjoyed the cooperation and helpful 
advice of many Granville citizens during the year, and are 
always eager to be of the utmost service to individuals, 
groups, and organizations, in all community enterprises. 


VOLUNTEER LOCAL LEADERS 


The Trustees share with the County Agents in their 
appreciation of the fine spirit of cooperation and the efficient 
manner in which the thirty-three leaders of Granville 
carried out the program of Extension work throughout the 
year. In no case did any one of these leaders receive com- 
pensation for the time spent in conducting classes, groups, 
or attending various meetings. In a few cases, actual trans- 
portation and expenses were paid as shown by the financial 
statement accompanying this report. Every dollar appro- 
priated by the Town was used solely to defray bare travel 
expenses of these leaders or to procure necessary equipment 
and supplies for their work. Not a cent was used by the 
League in its county-wide activities, and any unexpended 
balance is carried over to the credit of the Town for the 
succeeding year. Authority for a Town to make such an 
appropriation is in accordance with General Laws, Chapter 
128, Section 42.

The School Committee organized with Mr. W. C.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Granville: 


Herewith is submitted my eighth annual report, it being 
the thirty-fifth of such reports in this Union. 


This year, which is the one hundred fiftieth anniversary 
of the adoption of the Constitution, should lead our thoughts 
to fundamentals. Many are saying that our nation must 
ultimately go either Fascist or Communist. Such well mean- 
ing folk have lost their faith in democracy. Right here lies 
a challenge to the schools to lead the way in preserving and 
enlarging that faith. It seems to us that now is the time 
for a definite teaching of the advantages of democracy, and 
a definite inculcation of respect and love for the flag and 
what it symbolizes. Flag saluting is not enough. We mean 
something much more far-reaching. Today is very clearly 
not the time for little children to hear nothing but criticism 
of our government and the undoubted short comings of our 
economic system. Enough of this is in the air to insure 
them against acquiring a blatant patriotism. The public 
school should assume an emphatic, positive program of in- 
struction in the understanding of our American fundamen- 
tals of personal freedom, law and order, and popular gov- 
ernment, under Constitutional guarantees and procedures. 
as school has today no duty more urgent and pressing than 
this. 


TRANSPORTATION 


It seems necessary for us to discuss certain phases of 
transportation, particularly in the high school field. Some 
parents have been saying that they have a perfect right to 
choose whomever they wish to carry their children to high 
school, and a few have gone so far as to make agreements 
with some particular driver for such transportation. This 
right of the parent to have his child transported as he sees 
fit cannot be denied, but right here there lies a very impor- 
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tant point. When the parent exercises that right and agrees 
with a driver to carry his child he thereby assumes the 
responsibility for paying for it. It is clear that the School 
Committee has the responsibility for determining the ex- 
penditure of transportation money from public funds, and 
cannot, if they wish, evade that responsibility. It follows 
logically therefore that anyone who wishes to avail them- 
selves of the benefits of transportation provided by law must 
apply to the school committee. The committee will, of course, 
gladly listen to the expressed wishes of the parent; but must 
necessarily hire drivers and assign children to specific vehi- 
cles according to some plan that will seek to bring the great- 
est good to the greatest number, and after that must still 
continue to exercise control over both drivers and the chil- 
dren being carried. Misunderstandings sometimes arise due 
to the failure to recognize the authority of the town and 
state, through their agent, the School Committee, to regu- 
late transportation that is paid for by the town and state. 


ACCIDENTS 


Brief mention may well be made of one matter that 
fortunately seldom comes up, namely, with respect to acci- 
dents that may occur in the school building or on school 
grounds. Sometimes in such cases, the question is asked to 
what extent is the town liable legally. The answer is the 
town can never be held liable in any such accident whatever. 
Not only that, but cases have arisen in which the town or 
the Committee wished to make recompense to the injured 
party and the Courts have ruled that they could not legally 
spend the town’s money for that purpose. We speak of this, 
not only to clear up a question that is sometimes asked, but 
to prevent any parent from becoming involved with un- 
scrupulous lawyers who know in advance that no damages 
can be collected, but do not hesitate to go after fat fees for 
themselves. With one modification, a similar situation exists 
with regard to transportation in town owned buses. The 
town maintains insurance on the bus, and is thus in position 
to help in case of bona fide injuries. Because of these facts, 
our teachers, drivers and school officials are particularly 
earnest in their efforts to teach the principles of safety and 
to make conditions as safe as possible at all times. 
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THE PAST YEAR 


The past year has seen some changes in our personnel. 
After several years of a high type of professional and com- 
munity service for our town, Miss Kearins accepted a fine 
position in Lawrence and Miss Crompton in New Bedford. 
Having been with us a shorter time, Miss Eldridge also had 
made a fine record in our schools. She resigned to go to 
Agawam. All three went from us with the best wishes of 
every citizen. It was recognized at once that it would be 
difficult to fill their places. Much care was taken in the 
selection of their successors. Miss Virginia Walker a gradu- 
ate of Westfield Teachers’ College was elected for the Vil- 
lage School vacancy, and Miss Kathryn Scott, a graduate 
of Worcester Teachers’ College and Miss Avis Brown, a 
graduate of Bridgewater Teachers’ College were chosen for 
the West Granville positions. All three are graduates from 
the four year’s course, with excellent records, and all are 
giving excellent service to their pupils and to the town. 


During 1937, $76.60 was saved by the pupils of the 
town in the school savings bank account. This Fall, the 
greater part of grading the school grounds at West Gran- 
ville was completed. There is still some work to do there, 
however. At both schools there is need for the purchase of 
additional auditorium chairs. It has also become apparent 
that the town school bus at the Village should be replaced. 
Our school work this year has not been spectacular, but 
steady progress has been made. The arithmetic program is 
in process of being revamped in accordance with the latest 
recommendations of experts. Already, marked improvement 
in individual results are noticeable. Choral speaking is being 
tried at West Granville. 


STATISTICS 


Some figures from the latest report of the State Depart- 
ment of Education are interesting. Our school tax rate is 
7.61 per thousand. Only 6 towns and cities in the state have 
a lower rate and 348 towns and cities have a higher rate. 
nee ee average is 9.47, and the average for small towns 
is 9.82. 
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Granville had a valuation of $136.28 behind each pupil. 
Only 38 towns and cities had a higher per pupil valuation. 
The net cost per pupil for our high school group was $86.60, 
compared with a state average of $92.48 for towns not main- 
taining high schools, and a state average of $105.28 per 
pupil for towns and cities maintaining high schools. 


In Granville, during 1937, our school income was as 
follows: 
General School Fund (Income Tax) $990.00 
Reimbursement on Salary Paid Supt. 571.10 
Reimbursement, High School Trans- 


portation 3,005.62 
Tuition and Transportation, State 
Wards 94.04 
Total $4,660.76 


This sum subtracted from the total of school expendi- 
tures, namely, $19,578.44 leaves $14,917.68 as the net cost 
to the voters, of our high school and elementary education 
in 1987. Our vocational expenditures were $800.30, our 
vocational reimbursements were $381.75 making the net 
vocational costs $418.55. 


In closing, may I thank parents, teachers, pupils, school 
officials and all who have cooperated to make this year a 
success.

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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR

Following is my report of the music activities in the 
Town of Granville for the year 1937: 


We followed practically the same basic program as in 
previous years, with a few additions, such as verses written 
by the pupils and set to original tunes; correlating the songs 
in their music books with the music and other programs on 
the radio given by the School of the Air. 


New music books were purchased for different rooms 
and the pupils have greatly enjoyed these new songs, as 
they are written in a manner that has a strong appeal to 
the modern boy and girl. 


For the coming year of 1938 we plan to enlarge our 
Drum Corps, purchase additional uniforms if necessary and 
have a new musical program for Memorial Day. 


We are also making arrangements to present a folk 
festival, which includes folk songs and dances from different 
countries, to be presented sometime in May.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


January, 1937 to January, 1938 


The school nurse spends twenty school nursing days in 
Granville during the school year. 


With the cooperation of the teachers and parents the 
school health program has been carried on very satisfac- 
torily. 


In May Dr. Clifford White immunized twenty-two pre- 
school and school children against diphtheria. The number 
left unprotected is very small. 


The dental clinic took place in September. Dr. Joseph 
Kisiel examined one hundred and ten children. Out of this 
number, eleven were furnished certificates for perfect teeth. 
Fifty children had dental work done in Southwick clinic, 
twenty with family dentist. Certificates furnished from 
dental clinic and family dentists totaled thirty-eight. 


In October, Dr. Finsen, the new school physician, con- 
ducted the annual physical examination. Out of the one 
hundred and eleven examined, sixteen were found with 
sufficient defects to need attention. Four had poor posture, 
ten enlarged tonsils, four had flat feet. 


Seven had enlarged or diseased tonsils removed this 
year. Six were found with vision defects. Glasses were fur- 
nished for these children a short time after the notices were 
sent to parents. 


The hearing tests were given by the audiometer. No 
defects were recorded. 


In carrying on the work the nurse made three hundred 
and six inspections, eighty school, home and miscellaneous 
visits, gave fifty-one classroom talks, held seventy-six con- 
sultations with parents, teachers and pupils. Thirteen chil- 
dren were given first aid treatment. 


Colds and whooping cough were the chief causes for 
children’s being absent from school. Eighteen children had 
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whooping cough. All recovered sufficiently to make a good 
gain in weight at the last weighing in June. 


All pupils were weighed three times and measured twice 
during the school year. With the exception of a few, all 
made a normal gain in height and weight from September 
to June. Every effort has been made to correct defects. The 
cooperation of the school nurse, teachers and parents is 
needed to educate the child in the prevention of defects. 
Our number of pupils with poor vision is high. The schools 
have the very latest in lighting equipment. Let us try and 
see that the children have the proper lighting conditions in 
the home. 


With Dr. White’s retirement, we lost a school physician 
who blazed the trail in schoo] health down those years of his 
splendid career. We are fortunate to have Dr. Finsen with 
us. His record as a school physician is enough to insure us 
of his sincere and able work.

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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


This year extensive repairs were necessary at the 
Library. The brick work above the front door was entirely 
rebuilt. As more shelf room was needed, the interior was 
remodeled, making it more convenient and attractive and 
providing book shelves to accommodate the increase for 
years to come. The Library was closed five Library days 
while under repair. 


The West Granville Branch Library was discontinued, 
due to the sme!l number of books circulated. All of our 
duplicate children’s books were placed in the West Granville 
school, to be circulated among the children under the direc- 
tion of the teacher. 


The Library has 6,417 books. 288 were added in 1938, 
thirty-one of which are children’s books presented by the 
Division of Public Libraries. 39 were purchased and 213 
were gifts.

The Library Club has supplied the magazines for the 
reading room; has financed 14 the running expenses, 14 the 
janitors salary and 2/3 the cost of remodeling the interior.

AGRICULTURAL WORK 


The agricultural service to local citizens during the yerr 
included soil testing, information and advice on farm financ- 
ing, crop pest control, livestock, and crop production and 
marketing, agricultural engineering or construction, rodent 
control, farm management, and woodlot improvement. 


Of some twenty farmers receiving service or cooperat- 
ing in the extension programs, the following have been lead- 
ing participants: Pearl Phelon, Milton Hansen, Edward 
Jensen and Steve Roberts. 


Thirty-four farmers were enrolled in the Agricultura! 
Conservation Program. 


HOME BUREAU WORK 


A great deal of local interest was shown in the Stretch- 
ing the Food Dollar Project which was only one of 10 Home 
Bureau subjects taken up during the year. Some 23 local 
leaders worked with more than 200 women in these projects, 
and 28 meetings or demonstrations were given. The Folk 
Dance group from Granville participated in the County 
Music Festival, and West Granville and Tolland groups com- 
bined with the Granville group for the out-door living room 
project. 


4-H CLUB WORK 


The first 4-H Fruit Club in the State was started in 
Granville with Joseph L. Dickinson as leader. One of the 
members, Edward Jensen, was an outstanding member of 
a fruit judging team and was entitled to enter the finals at 
the Union Agricultural meetings—a real honor indeed. 
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Other 4-H activities included clubs in poultry, garden- 
ing, canning, foods and home furnishings. Eleven local 
leaders directed the activities of these clubs which 77 mem- 
bers were enrolled.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Granville: 


Herewith is submitted my ninth annual report, it being 
the thirty-sixth of such reports in this Union. 


Education is not an expense but an investment. Gran- 
ville can be proud of the educational dividends it is getting 
for the educational dollar. This is evidenced in several ways. 
Families who come to us from other communities with 
famous school systems, feel that their children make good 
progress here. Frequently, communities which are contem- 
plating building new schoolhouses send delegations of 
officials and citizens to inspect our two school buildings. 
Teachers, superintendents and state supervisors who visit 
our schoolrooms speak of the superior quality of work being 
done and remark on the modern materials provided and the 
up-to-date methods being used. Our teachers are well- 
trained. All are graduates of teachers’ colleges with not less 
than 8 years training. All are members of professional or- 
ganizations local, county, state and national, and all of them 
regularly read current professional magazines and books. 


School spirit is good in both of our schools and a most 
helpful cooperation exists between the schools and the 
parents and citizens. This is of prime importance. Those 
communities which allow a small minority to disrupt the 
morale of a school through trivial criticism and petty ob- 
struction are taking the course which most certainly insures 
a minimum return for the educational dollar. 


This does not imply that the citizens of a town should 
not participate in the determination of school policies. On 
the contrary, constructive suggestions are always welcome 
and helpful. The difference lies in whether the motive is to 
tear down or to build up. Fortunately, Granville has always 
had a large, silent majority, believers in law and order, folks 
who are convinced that, in a democracy, schools must have 
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moral support as well as financial support. This group of 
sound, clear-thinking citizens is responsible for having im- 
proved the school housing so markedly, for making avail- 
able the fine equipment we have and for seeing to it, through 
a long period of years, that outstanding citizens, without 
exception, have been chosen for membership on the school 
committee, through the process of election or re-election. 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


Our general education laws go back to 1642, but all 
vocational education activities are carried on under separate 
statutes and administered by a separate division at the 
State House. That is why the school committee must pre- 
sent a separate vocational budget, ask for a separate voca- 
tional appropriation, keep separate accounts and make 
separate reports for this. Sometimes people ask, why don’t 
you use the vocational account balance to buy something 
for the school? The answer is that this cannot be done. 
Vocational money can be used only for agricultural tuition, 
trade school tuition and transportation, vocational evening 
school and vocational household arts any money left unused 
at the end of the year must go into surplus revenue. 


As a practical matter, trade school is not going to mean 
much to us until the new Springfield trade school is com- 
pleted, as outside pupils are not taken in any present trade 
schools, for lack of room. This is unfortunate, as we have 
each year, pupils graduating from the 8th grade whose 
talents would best be developed in trade school. As it is, 
they are attempting the academic work of the high school 
and find themselves out of adjustment. Several of these are 
trying the agricultural department, which only partially 
meets the needs of the manually minded boy. 


THE BUDGET 


For four years in succession the regular school budget 
has remained at $20,000. This is lower than it had been 
before that. It will now become necessary to go back to 
higher figures on account of our increased high school en- 
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rollment. We now have 38 in high school compared with 
26 last year and an average of 31 for the past five years. 
The average for the five years preceding that was 25, and 
the average for the five years preceding that was 12. With 
larger classes coming on each year for several years, it 
would seem reasonable to suppose that we shall have to pro- 
vide tuition end transportation for 35 to 40 high school 
pupils each year. In addition the tuition rate is higher than 
it was last year. To offset this, the cost of debt service on 
schoolhouse bonds is steadily decreasing. We are now pay- 
ing $3000 per year on the principal. After this year it will 
drop to $2500 for one year, then to $2000 for two years, and 
after that only the West Granville bonds will be due at $1000 
per year. Even so, our regular school costs will not be ex- 
_ cessive. The school tax rate for 1982-37 averaged 7.22 as 
against an average school tax rate of 13.96 for the years 
1930-1931. 


THE PAST YEAR 


1938 saw two changes in our personnel. Miss Walker 
resigned to do post-graduate work at Bay Path and Miss 
Verrill resigned to accept a position in Eastham. More than 
passing mention should be made of Miss Verrill’s service. 
No one can serve a school for ten years without leaving an 
indelible imprint of her personality upon it. Our pmn'!s are 
stronger and the town is a better town because of ho» work 


Miss Shaw a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers’ College 
in the four year’s course succeeded Miss Verrill and is doing 
a fine piece of work. For the upper room, the Committee 
adopted the policy of securing a man for principal. We were 
fortunate in securing Mr. Cushman, also a graduate of 
Bridgewater. His unusual ability and conscientious work 
are building up a school that is outstanding in merit and 
achievement. 


Our schools deposited 50.35 in the school savings from 
January to June. The sponsoring bank has not resumed the 
system this Fall. Attention is called to the reports of the 
music supervisor and school nurse and to the tables of 
statistics. Attention is called to the experimental school 
calendar, which may be extended to both schools at some 
future time.

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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Mr. M. C. Moore, Superintendent, 
Granville, Mass. 


Dear Mr. Moore: 


I herewith submit my report of the musical activities 
in the Granville schools for the year 1938. 


During the first three months our regular schedule was 
maintained, namely: rote songs, first steps in note-reading 
and folk dances in the elementary grades; and two and 
three-part songs, advanced technical drill and recreational 
singing in the upper grades. 

In April and May we spent part of each music period 
preparing for a May Day program, learning songs for 
Memorial Day and for the graduation exercises in June. 

In September and October a review of lesson plans was 
given, also new steps in musical training in each grade. 


November and December were given over to prepara- 
tions for the Christmas Operettas, which completed the 
musical events for the year. 


During 1939 we hope to increase the membership of 
our Drum Corps, and buy additional uniforms and possibly 
introduce a more elaborate form of marching.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


January, 1938 to January, 1939 


Twenty school nursing days have been spent in Gran- 
ville schools by the nurse during the school year. 

The health program which has been carried out with 
the cooperation of the parents and teachers was somewhat 
the same as in the previous year. 

In October, Dr. Clifford White gave the annual physical 
examinations. One hundred and four children were exam- 
ined. Out of that number, six had enlarged tonsils. Notices 
of defects were sent home to parents. 


In September, Dr. Joseph Kisiel, school dentist, exam- 
ined one hundred and six children. Fifteen certificates for 
perfect teeth were furnished at time of examination, twenty- 
one certificates were given at the clinic and twelve by family 
dentists. Fifty-seven children had dental work done during 
the year. There are about 40% more that need dental care. 
We hope an effort will be made to have this work done. 


Through the courtesy of the State Department of 
Health, the hearing tests were given by the audiometer. 
Ninety-three were tested. Out of that number, two were 
found with defects. 


The annual vision tests show only one defect. Classes 
were promptly furnished by the parents. 


Six children had tonsils removed during the year. There 
are still some children that have enlarged tonsils. We look 
forward to the cooperation of their parents in consulting 
their family physicians as to their removal. 

In carrying on the work, the school nurse made seventy- 
eight school, home and miscellaneous visits, one hundred 
and fifty inspections, gave sixty-three classroom talks, held 
eighty-five consultation with parents, teachers and pupils. 

Colds were the chief cause for children’s absence from 
school. Two cases of measles were reported during the year. 

Most of the children made a normal gain in height and 
weight between September and June. 

The toxoid clinic which was scheduled to take place in 
September was postponed until May, as there was a small 
number of children to be immunized against diphtheria. 
We hope the parents will avail themselves of this opportun- 
ity to bring their pre-school children.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Granville: 


During the year 1939, ten cases representing 29 per- 
sons received public aid. An analysis of these cases shows 
4 employable and 6 unemployable cases. Of the employ- 
ables, 2 cases were chargeable to the Commonwealth, one 
was emergency relief due to the illness of the family bread- 
winner and the fourth worked for the Town but was paid 
from welfare funds. One case is living elsewhere and is 
chargeable to this Town. The unemployable group is either 
too old or too young for employment. These persons have 
settlements in Granville and will retain their settlement for 
some time to come. We are legally bound to see that they 
are adequately cared for.

AGRICULTURAL WORK 


During the past year forty-five farmers participated in 
the agricultural conservation program by carrying out prac- 
tices which for the most part have been among the major 
projects of the agricultural service for several years. The 
County Agent assisted county growers to set up a service 
for participation in the Apple Purchase Program of the 
F. 8S. C. C. Many Granville apple growers participated in 
this. 


In addition, information and advice were supplied to 
local citizens by the Extension Service in connection with 
farm financing, crop pest control, livestock disease control, 
crop production and marketing, woodlot management, and 
agricultural engineering 


HOME BUREAU WORK 


The women of Granville participated heartily in seven 
different Home Bureau projects during the year. Eighteen 
meetings or demonstrations were held at which about sev- 
enty-five women were in attendance. 


The combined Granville and West Granville groups had 
very successful meetings in reupholstering and slip covering 
projects. The food preservation, home furnishing, candy 
making and flower arrangement projects were very well re- 
ceived as shown by the interest and attendance of the women 
at meetings during the year. 
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4-H CLUB WORK 


4-H Boys and Girls in Granville participated in four 
main projects during the year with the guidance of five local 
leaders and held twenty-six meetings or demonstrations. 

One of the most outstanding 4-H Club gardens in the 
County was that of Edward and Ernest Jensen. For it they 
won the Massachusetts Horticultural Society medal. 

The Granville 4-H Canning Club did outstanding work 
with many of the members winning prizes at the various 
Fairs throughout the County.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


The school committee organized with Ralph R. Roberts 
as chairman and Alice M. Frisbie as secretary. 


At present, we have thirty-six pupils attending high 
school with eleven of these pupils enrolled in the Agricul- 
tural course. One pupil is attending Westfield Trade School. 
Beginning January 1st, the tuition of pupils attending West- 
field High will be $100.00 per year, making an increase of 
approximately $7.00 per pupil. We expect to be able to 
send pupils to Springfield Trade School in the fall. 


The committee have been notified that the law concern- 
ing the sale of merchandise and papers by children under 
16 must be enforced. We wish to call the attention of the 
citizens to the regulations which will be in force as soon as 
we receive the proper badges. 


No minor under sixteen years of age shall in any street 
or public place of the Town, sell, deliver from house to house 
or upon a newspaper route, expose or offer for sale any 
newspaper, magazines, periodicals or other articles of mer- 
chandise of any description or assist any other person in 
so selling, unless a badge has been issued him. 


All such badges shall be granted by the superintendent 
or a person authorized by him to issue employment cer- 
tificates. 


All badges shall become void when the minor reaches 
his sixteenth birthday. He shall return his badge to the 
person who issued it on or before the date on which it ex- 
pires, or upon discontinuing selling. 


All licenses shall expire on December 31 of the year of 
issue, but may be renewed on application. 
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Licensed minors shall not sell, lend, transfer or give 
their badges to anyone, or furnish any unlicensed minor 
with newspapers or other articles to sell. 

Badges shall not be issued to girls under 18, or to boys 
who are under 12 years of age. 

Licensed minors shall not at any time, while so work- 
ing or selling, fail to wear their badges in sight.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Granville: 


Herewith is submitted my tenth annual report, the 
thirty-seventh of such reports in this Union. 


Nineteen hundred thirty-nine, the tragic year, brought 
some compensations. We have a sense of national unity and 
community of interests. We have a clearer conception of 
the meaning of democracy. We have a wider understanding 
of the fact that education is our first line of defense against 
indifference on the one hand and active menaces, on the 
other. Teachers everywhere are rededicating themselves to 
the task of teaching a living patriotism, and keen thinkers 
are recognizing that it is inept to buy battleships and neglect 
the schools. Both are necessary and vital. 


PRE-SCHOOL CHILDREN 


The school is interested in the pre-school child from 
the standpoint of having him prepared in the best possible 
manner for entrance to the first grade. Parents desire that 
their children be prepared for entrance to the first grade. 
It may, therefore be helpful to set forth what the school 
would like to see accomplished in the lives of these pupils 
on the first day. 


The teacher, first of all, likes to welcome a newcomer 
who has not learned to “read” or ‘‘count” or “say his letters’”’ 
in the home. What he picks up by himself cannot be helped, 
but definite training by the home in these particulars is a 

well meant but mistaken gesture of attempted helpfulness. 
What the school does desire is a child who has had as rich 
a variety of experiences as possible and who has as large 
an oral vocabulary as possible. It is upon these two founda- 
tions that the modern teaching of reading relies. The read- 
ing readiness program now in vogue in the most progressive 
schools and followed in our own first grade spends the first 
few weeks in finding out what the child’s experiences in all 
phases of life have been and what his grasp is of the spoken 
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word. By various devices these are enlarged and expanded. 
It is only then that charts and books are brought in to intro- 
duce him to the printed word. It is apparent that the pre- 
school child should have had a wealth of play activities, 
should have had as extensive an acquaintance as possible 
with the World of Nature, and happenings in the home and 
neighborhood; should have had his flood of questions an- 
swered and should have had told him, the bedtime stories, 
the fairy tales, and the folklore of the race. 


It would be most helpful if his physical condition should 
be topnotch when he enters school. To this end, we advocate 
that he be given a thorough examination at the well child 
conferences or by the family physician and all remedial de- 
fects corrected. His teeth should be cleaned and all teeth 
put in perfect condition, even ‘“‘the first teeth.” He should 
be vaccinated. He should be immunized against diptheria. 
His diet should be that recommended by a physician who is 
a child specialist. Strange as it may seem, some of our city 
reading clinics are finding actual cases in which reading dis- 
abilities are directly due to defective diet. 


Lastly, and perhaps most important of all, the child 
should be mature. The nearer seven years old he is when 
he enters school, in a system that does not have kinder- 
gartens, the better. Six years should be the absolute mini- 
mum for entrance. The smail muscles of the body develop 
last of all in the growing child and if he enters upon a school 
regime, that puts the small muscles of the eye and wrist 
under constant strain in reading and writing before they 
are ready, nature rebels. The child becomes nervous and 
irritable and he learns the habit of failure rather than the 
habit of success. 


The science of education is now sufficiently advanced 
so we can practically guarantee that any normal child who 
comes to the first grade of a modern school having met all 
of the standards we have set forth, will have a strong, steady 
successful school career through every grade.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


Radical changes have been made in our school attend- 
ance laws this past year. Heretofore, a pupil had to go to 
school until he was 14. Between 14 and 16 he had to go to 
school or else go to work on an employment certificate. This 
has now been changed. The Federal government forbids all 
employment below the age of 16, except farm labor, work 
as a domestic servant or work at home. A new state law is 
still more stringent. It raises the school age to sixteen, 
with rare exceptions. If the best educational interests of 
a child require it, he may be granted an employment certif- 
icate for any one of the three types of work permitted by 
the Federal government between the ages of 14 and 16, but 
the certificate is hedged about with many additional require- 
ments and the presumption always is that child should prob- 
ably be in school. Only when he confesses that he is in- 
capable of further learning, is he to ask for a certificate 
during the school year. Any supposed need of the family 
for the child’s wages or labor is not to be considered. The 
family must solve its economic problems in some other way. 
Vacation certificates can be granted for the three types of 
work permitted by the Federal government. Newsboys 
must now be licensed and wear a badge. Regulations gov- 
erning all street trades can be obtained at the school. Of 
course, school attendance is a privilege, as well, and can be 
terminated by the school for misconduct. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL TUITIONS 

Extending through many years, we have had reciprocal 
relations with adjoining towns with respect to elementary 
tuition, some of our pupils attending their schools free and 
some of their pupils attending our schools free. Within the 
decade, we have done this with Blandford. More recently 
we have charged a nominal fee of one dollar per year for 
such pupils and a few have come to us from Hartland and 
Granby. This system has added nothing, except the cost of 
text-books, to our school costs. The overhead would have 
been the same without these pupils. The families from 
which these children have come have made themselves a 
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part of our community and have helped to support our 
churches, stores, and Grange, and the children themselves 
have, in every case, been studious and obedient. However, 
with the passing of the one-room school conditions have 
changed and it now seems advisable to charge a larger tui- 
tion fee. The Committee has placed this at one dollar per 
week. In fairness to those who are already in our school, 
the old rate will continue, but any new pupils will pay the 
new rate. 


THE PAST YEAR 


Two changes have occurred in our teaching staff. Miss 
Shaw resigned to accept a fine position in Longmeadow and 
Miss Scott resigned to be married. Miss Hildred Boston, a 
graduate of Framingham Teachers’ College is the new 
teacher of the Primary room at the Village and Miss Olive 
Dutton, a graduate of Tufts College, who majored in educa- 
tion with special work in elementary grades, has taken Miss 
Scott’s place. 


Within a short time, Granville teachers have secured 
positions in Lawrence, New Bedford, Lexington and Long- 
meadow. This brings the thought that while they were with 
us, we must have been receiving outstanding service. 


Attention is called to the report of the school nurse and 
music supervisor. School banking has been resumed again 
this Fall by the sponsoring bank. $23.60 has been deposited 
to the credit of Granville pupils since November 1.

I herewith submit my report of the musical activities 
in the Granville Schools for the year 1939: 


The schedule of the previous year was followed without 
much variation, each grade learning its own rote songs and 
reading notes and gradually more difficult song's in prepara- 
tion for the work of the next year. Folk dances were also 
enjoyed, each grade having the dances most suitable for 
that particular age. 


The Granville Drum Corps played as usual on Memorial 
Day and also played with the Southwick Drum Corps in 
Southwick and Westfield. 


In June the three upper grades prepared special music 
for the graduation exercises which were presented at the 
end of the school year. 


The months of September and October were given over 
to a general review of lesson plans and technical work 
learned the previous school year; and new songs were added. 


In December the Junior High grades presented an oper- 
etta “College Days’, and the year closed with the singing 
of Christmas songs and familiar carols.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


January, 1939 to January, 1940 


During the school year, with the co-operation of the 
teachers and parents, the school health program was carried 
on. 


The school nurse spent two days each school month in 
Granville. 


The annual physical examinations were made in Sep- 
tember by Dr. Clifford White, school physician. One hun- 
dred and two children were examined. Out of this number 
seven were found to have enlarged tonsils. 


During the year three children had tonsils removed. 


The vision tests in September showed four with sufh- 
cient defects to need attention. Four children were fur- 
nished glasses during the year. 


In September Dr. Joseph Kisiel, school dentist, exam- 
ined the teeth of one hundred children. Eleven certificates 
for perfect teeth were furnished at time of examination, 
eighteen certificates from clinic and seventeen furnished by 
family dentist. Total certificates for perfect teeth—forty- 
five. About seventy children had dental work done during 
the year. Out of this number thirty-two had their work 
done by family dentist. 


In January and February there were thirty-one cases 
of measles among the school children and in May and June 
three cases of scarlet fever. The good care given these chil- 
dren by their parents helped to have them return to school 
in good condition, in normal time. 


In May ten school and twenty pre-school children were 
immunized against diphtheria by Dr. White, school phys- 
ician. The percentage of school and pre-school children not 
protected against diphtheria in Granville is very small. 


Under the auspices of the Hampden County Tubercu- 
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losis Association co-operatively with the school superinten- 
dent, the school children were given the tuberculin test in 
October. 


Eighty-four children were tested. Out of that number 
only three reacted to the test. Three others were recom- 
mended for x-ray. The six children x-rayed were found to 
be free from tuberculosis. We are happy to have such a 
favorable clinic report on those tested. 


In December, through the courtesy of Miss Marjorie 
Adams of the State Department of Health, we had the chil- 
dren’s hearing tested by Audiometer. Eighty-one children 
were tested (the first and second grades were not included 
in this test). Eight children were found with hearing de- 
fects. Every effort will be made to have these children 
examined by a specialist. 


The school children were weighed in September, Janu- 
ary and June, measured in September and June. Notices 
were sent to the parents giving the gain or Icss between 
each weighing. 


In carrying on the work, the school nurse made ninety- 
six school, home and miscellaneous visits; gave thirty-three 
classroom talks; held seventy-four consultations with teach- 
ers, parents and pupils; had one hundred and ninety-two 
classroom inspections and seventeen first aid treatments. 


I wish to thank the teachers and parents for their won- 
derful co-operation in making our health program a success, 
also the P. T. A. for their help in financing correction of 
defects and other assistance given by them. This Associa- 
tion is indispensable in connection with the school work.

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BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF 
GRANVILLE, MASS. 


ARTICLE I—General Provisions 


Section 1. These by-laws shall be known and desig- 
nated as by-laws of the Town of Granville, Massachusetts. 


Section 2. All by-laws or parts of by-laws heretofore 
adopted, which are inconsistent with the provisions of these 
by-laws are hereby repealed and annulled. But the provi- 
sions of these by-laws as far as the same are identical with 
the provisions of by-laws heretofore adopted shall be con- 
strued as a continuation thereof. 


Section 3. The repeal of a by-law heretofore adopted 
shall not affect any act done; ratified or confirmed or any 
right accrued or established, nor any action suit or pro- 
ceeding commenced nor affect any punishment, penalty or 
forfeiture incurred under such by-law. 


Section 4. These by-laws shall take effect when duly 
adopted by a Town Meeting, approved by the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and published 
or posted pursuant to Section 32 of Chapter 40 of the Gen- 
eral Laws or any act or acts amendatory therecf or sup- 
plementary thereto. 


ARTICLE IJ—Town Meetings 


Section 1. The annual Town Meeting shall be held on 
the first Monday in February of each year. 


Section 2. Notice of the annual Town Meeting as well 
as all special meetings shall be given by posting attested 
copies of the warrant calling same, in at least three public 
places in Town, not less than seven days before date ap- 
pointed for such meeting, and the return of the officer, stat- 
ing the manner of notice, shall be endorsed on the warrant. 


Section 3. All special meetings shall start at 8 o’clock 


aul 
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ARTICLE IlI—Town Meeting Procedure 


Section 1. The moderator shall preserve decorum and 
order; may speak on points of order in preference to others, 
and shall decide all questions of order. 


Section 2. When any voter shall require a question to 
be determined by yeas and nays, the moderator shall take 
the sense of the meeting in that manner, provided one-third 
of the voters are in favor of it. 


Section 3. The Moderator shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion be previous in its nature, except that in naming sums 
and fixing times the largest and longest sums shall be first. 


Section 4. When a question is under debate the 
Moderator shall receive no question but to adjourn, to lay 
on the table for the previous question, to postpone to an hour 
certain, to amend or to postpone indefinitely : Which several 
motions shall have precedence in the order in which they 
stand arranged. 


Section 5. When two or more persons arise at once 
the Moderator shall name the one who is to speak first. 


Section 6. No voter shall speak more than three times 
on one question, without first obtaining leave of the meeting, 
no more than twice until others who have not spoken shall 
speak if they desire. 


Section 7. All committees shall be appointed by the 
Moderator unless otherwise specially directed by the 
meeting. 

Section 8. When any voter shall make a motion and 
such a motion shall be seconded by another the same shall 
be received and considered by the meeting and not otherwise. 

Section 9. When a vote is passed it shall be in order 
for any one of the majority to move for a reconsideration 
thereof, and when a reconsideration is decided that decision 
shall not be reconsidered. 

Section 10. No one shall be allowed to interrupt while 
another is speaking or pass unnecessarily between the 
Moderator and the speaker. 
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Section 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the Moderator so desires. 

Section 12. Any voter may call for a division of the 
question where the sense will permit it. 

Section 13. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color or amendment. 

Section 14. When a vote is doubted the voters for or 
against the question, when called on by the Moderator shall 
rise and stand until they shall be counted. 

Section 15. Individuals while speaking shall stand un- 
covered and address the Moderator. 

Section 16. Smoking shall not be permitted at any 
annual or special meeting. 

Section 17. A motion to adjourn without date shall be 
debatable but a motion to adjourn to a day certain shall not 
be debatable. 

ARTICLE IV—Selectmen 

Section 1. The Selectmen shall have full authority as 
agents of the Town, acting on advise of special council to 
settle any claim or suit against the Town which in their 
judgment cannot be successfully defended, when the sum 
does not exceed five hundred dollars. Any settlement re- 
quiring the payment of a sum greater than five hundred 
dollars, except as authorized by law, shall be made only 
when so authorized by vote of the Town. 

Section 2. The Selectmen may appear in the interests 
of the Town, either personally or by special counsel before 
any court, committee of the Legislature, or any state or 
county board or commission. They shall have full authority 
as agents of the Town, acting upon advise of special counsel, 
to prosecute any and all necessary suits and proceedings in 
favor of the Town and to appear and defend any and all 
suits and legal proceedings against or involving the Town 
interests. 

Section 3. The Selectmen shall have authority to make 
parking rules and set speed limits. 
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ARTICLE V 


Section 1. No person not a resident of the Town can 
be employed in any capacity, on any project of the Town 
provided that there is a resident who is qualified and avail- 
able for any position that may be open. 


ARTICLE VI—tTreasurer 


Section 1. The Treasurer shall be custodian of all 
trust funds, deeds, bonds and insurance policies belonging 
to the Town, except the bond of the Treasurer which shall 
be in the custody of the chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE VII—Finance Committee 


Section 1. The Moderator shall appoint a Finance 
Committee of five members for a term of three years from 
date of appointment or to fill any vacancies that may occur. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Finance Com- 
mittee to make recommendations relative to all appropria- 
tions. They shall make a study of the estimated require- 
_ ments submitted by the Board of Selectmen and all other 
department officials and publish their recommendations in 
the Town report. 


Section 3. The recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee shall stand as a motion before the meeting. 


Section 4. The Finance Committee shall require from 
the Selectmen, Assessors, School Committee or any other 
Town officials an itemized account of all expenditures; not 
later than December twenty-first of each year. 


Section 5. A copy of the warrant calling any meeting 
shall be furnished the chairman of the Finance Committee 
at least seven days prior to the date of meeting as designated 
in the warrant. 


ARTICLE VIII—Penalties 


Section 1. Any person violating any section of these 
by-laws shall be subject to a fine of not more than twenty 
dollars.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the Town of Granville for the period from June 23, 1935 
to April 29, 1939, made in accordance with the provisions 
of Chaper 44, General Laws. This is in the form of a report 
made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of 
Accounts.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the Town of Granville for the period from 


June 238, 1935, the date of the previous audit, to April 29, 
1939, and submit the following report thereon. 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing Town funds 
or sending out bills for collection, were examined and 
checked. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the Town on April 29, 1939. The 
balance sheet indicates that the Town is in very good finan- 
cial condition. | 
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The books and accounts of the Treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were 
compared with the records in the departments collecting 
money for the Town and with the other sources from which 
money. was paid into the Town treasury. The payments 
were checked with the Selectmen’s warrants, the cash book 
footings were verified, and the cash balance was proved by 


actual count of the cash on hand, by a reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank and 
by inspection of the savings bank book. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due during the period 
covered by the audit and with t!:e canceled securities on file. 


The computation of the tax rates by the Assessors for 
the period covered by the audit was checked, and it was 
noted that appropriations from available funds.voted at spe- 
cial meetings held on December 27, 1935, amounting to 
$1,070, and on December 30, 1936, amounting to $255, were 
not used in the determination of the tax rates for 1936 and 
1937, respectively. Due to an error in addition of the appro- 
priations as used in fixing the rate for 1936, the Assessors 
raised $100 less than was required. 


Attention is called to the provisions of Section 15A, 
Chapter 41, General Laws, which requires the Town Clerk 
to certify to the Assessors each appropriation in detail with 
the provisions made for meeting the same, and to Section 23, 
Chapter 59, General Laws, which requires the Assessors, in 
the determination of the tax rate, to assess taxes to an 
amount not less than the aggregate of all amounts appro- 
priated since the last preceding annual tax assessment, and 
which authorizes appropriations from available funds to be 
deducted with the written approval of the Commissioner of 
Corporations and Taxation. 


In checking the amounts expended from each appro- 
priation with the Town Clerk’s record of appropriations 
voted by the Town, it was noted that it has been the practice 
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for the Town to vote to transfer the previous year’s earn- 
ings of road machinery for the maintenance of the equip- 
ment in the year in which the vote is passed without speci- 
fying the amount. It is recommended that such votes clearly 
specify the amounts of the appropriations, so that the Town 
Clerk and Assessors may be able to comply with the provi- 
sions of Section 15A, Chapter 41, and Section 23, Chapter 
59, General Laws, previously mentioned. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the 
investment of trust and investment funds in the custody of 
_the treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved, and the payments being verified. 


The surety bonds of the Town officials required to fur- 
nish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the Tax Collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The tax accounts outstanding at the time 
of the previous examination were audited, and all subsequent 
commitments of taxes were proved with the Assessors’ 
warrants committing them for collection. The collections, 
as recorded, were checked, the payments to the Treasurer 
were verified by a comparison with the books of the Treas- 
urer, the recorded abatements were checked to the Asses- 
sors’ abatement records, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. Verification of the outstanding accounts 
was made by sending notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the Town 
and from the replies received it appears that thé outstand- 
ing accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of licenses granted by the Selectmen were 
compared with the record of licenses issued. The payments 
to the Treasurer were checked and the cash on hand April 
29, 1939, was verified by actual count. 


The accounts of the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
were examined. The recorded receipts were checked with 
the record of work done and the payments to the Treasurer 
were verified. . 
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The receipts of the Town Clerk for dog and sporting 
licenses were checked with the record of licenses issued. 
The payments to the Treasurer and to the Division of Fish- 
eries and Game were verified, and the cash on hand was 
proved by actual count. 


The Librarian’s record of receipts from fines, etc., was 
checked, and the payments to the Treasurer were verified. 


The records of accounts receivable of the Public Wel- 
fare Department were examined. The departmental records 
of charges were analyzed, the recorded collections wre com- 
pared with the payments to the Treasurer, the abatements 
and disallowances were checked, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved. 


Appended to this report, an addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the Treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, as 
well as tables showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust and investment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, co-operation was 
received from all the Town officials, for which, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Granville: 


Herewith is submitted my eleventh annual report, it 
being the thirty-eighth of such reports in this Union. 


We are not living in the same World we were living 
in one year ago. We have found that aggressor nations 
cannot be made into peace-loving peoples by a war to end 
all wars, as we thought in 1918; neither can they be won 
to the sweet paths of reasonableness by appeasement as 
some thought in 1938. Democracies, to survive, must 
arm completely and permanently. This, America is doing 
slowly but impressively. 


But this huge armament task is but one half of the 
problem. Democratic ideals must be fostered, democracy’s 
history and philosophy taught, orderly government sup- 
ported and Freedom’s way of life made the chief corner- 
stone of defense. For the accomplishment of this spirit- 
ual task, we must look to the church, the press, the radio 
and most important of all to the public school. To curtail 
any of these services, in this crisis, would be fatal. 


The vocational schools of the country are doing a 
spectacular work in turning out skilled, trained men in 
great numbers. Many trade schools are operating twen- 
ty-four hours per day, with three shifts of teachers and 
pupils. Less spectacular, but equally vital, is the work of 
other schools, from kindergarten to university, which are 
giving that foundation of general education, without 
which no person can learn specialized skills, and without 
which the heritage of our fore-fathers would perish from 
the earth. He, therefore, who would wish to reduce edu- 
cational opportunities for any child anywhere, to that 
extent seeks to sabotage our national defense. 


Abas 


This situation presents a distinct challenge to par- 
ents, school administrators and teachers. The school pro- 
gram must be made more and more efficient and meaning- 
ful. It must inculcate love of country and stimulate faith 
in our fellowmen. It must teach youth to serve rather 
than to reach for a hand-out. It must teach them to be 
sincere, honest and courageous. It must lead them to be 
persistent and industrious. It must encourage clear 
thinking and independent work. It must bring about good 
health and physical well-being. It must foster wholesome 
personality and well-balanced living. Such a program 
tends toward earnestness of purpose, but it need not be 
drab or harsh. There is still a place for music and love of 
beauty. There is still a place for fun and good fellowship. 
Indeed, the best way to preserve the American way of life 
is to make it pleasant and satisfying, for the very essence 
of democracy lies in the advancement and the happiness 
of the individual. 


THE STUDENT COUNCIL 


The past year in Granville has been one of steady 
progress. Perhaps one of the greatest advances has been 
the establishment of the Student Council, and the system 
of patrolmen that goes with it, at the Village School. Rep- 
resentatives of each grade in the school are elected to the 
Council by their fellows. These representatives meet once 
each week to devise rules and regulations, make sugges- 
tions for the betterment of the school and consider minor 
infractions of the rules by offenders. Of course, they do 
not usurp the authority of principal, teachers, or bus dri- 
vers, but they exercise whatever power is delegated to 
them by the principal, and only so much is delegated as 
they demonstrate they can use wisely. They perform their 
tasks with a keen sense of responsibility. This system is 
democracy in actual operation. A patient handling of cases 
in this way yields civic dividends of incalculable value. 
Both the pupils on the council and the pupils not on the 
council learn respect for law and order that will make 
them better high school students and better citizens. The 
success of this plan depends on a delicately adjusted co- 
operation of so many people that it is not feasible in many 
schools and its success in any one school is no assurance 
that it can continue in that school as the personnel 
changes over a period of years. 
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PANELS 


In the history classes, the technique of panel discus- 
sions is being followed. This plan is one of informal de- 
bate and discussion of a set problem by a small group. 
As practiced in Granville, it is at its best. The discus- 
sions are lively, spirited but well-ordered and they get 
down to the real meat of the questions at issue. 

The pupils are also getting some training in formal 
debate. In an elementary school, this must necessarily 
be very rudimentary. 


CURRICULUM TRENDS 


The rapidly moving events of the World are bound 
to affect our curriculum in social studies. For one thing, 
we are bound to take a new interest in Latin America. 
Our ignorance of the culture, history and industry of 
Central and South America is appalling. We know about 
Napoleon, but we do not know about Bolivar. Few people 
know about the splendid roads of Guatemala, the well- 
ordered government of Costa Rica, the rapidly developing 
wealth of Venezuela, the tin industry of Bolivia, the mod- 
ern cities of Argentina or the fine school system of Mexi- 
co. We are out of step. No wonder these people have 
turned to Europe. This must be remedied. Our schools 
must supply this big gap in our knowledge. Also we 
should become better acquainted with our Northern ally, 
Canada; and we shall be pleasantly surprised to find out 
what a wonderful empire we ourselves possess in Alaska. 
Again, these days should put new meaning and value into 
the study of arithmetic. Physical education should re- 
ceive renewed emphasis, as well. 

Looking ahead a bit, I recommend that when the 
towns feels it can afford it, the big water tank at the Vil- 
lage school be placed under ground outside the building, 
which is the approved method now, and that room be fin- 
ished off as a manual training room. Our elementary 
schools should not neglect the manual arts, not that they 
should seek to turn out skilled workmen like trade schools, 
but manual skills are an important part of general aca- 
demic education. 

In this very sketchy way, we have tried to indicate 
the way education is likely to go in the near future and 
what Granville should do about it.

THE PAST YEAR 


We have had one change in teachers this year. Miss 
Marion Bennett, successful teacher of grades 4-5-6 at the 
Village School, resigned in June to be married and Miss 
Marjorie Warner was elected to the position. Miss War- 
ner is a graduate of the Westfield State Teachers’ College 
with the degree of Bachelor of Science in Education and 
is making an unusually happy beginning in her work. On 
January 11, 1941, Miss Margaret Croken resigned as 
school nurse. Since September 1931 she has gone in and 
out of our homes and classrooms bringing a message of 
good health and of good cheer. We wish her success and 
happiness in her new work. 

We should also make records of the splendid work 
being done at the West Granville School. It is one of the 
best two-room schools anywhere. 


This past year Mr. Case has erected a minature post- 
office and a fine book case at the Village School and Mr. 
Barnes has erected a fine new moveable stage at West 
Granville. Such extra work, without extra pay, per- 
formed as a matter of course, should serve to call atten- 
tion to the splendid service that is being unobtrusively 
rendered by our janitors and which merits the whole- 
hearted appreciation of the people of the town. From 
January 1 to June 1, $72.70 were deposited in the school 
savings to the credit of Granville pupils. 

On October 27, we were all saddened to learn of the 
death of Mr. William H. Sanderson. He had devoted a 
life-time to education, with his latest and ripest years in 
Granville. For four and one half years he had been su- 
perintendent of schools in Granville and for three years 
a member of the school committee, and for many more 
years a civic minded citizen. A gentleman of the old 
school, of strong personality and firm conviction, his work 
and life will long be remembered. 

In conclusion, may we express the hope that 1941 
will be as happy and fruitful a year in our schools as was 
1940.

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REPORT OF THE 


School Nurse 


January 1940 to January 1941 


The children of Granville have been free from conta- 
gious diseases during this year. Days lost by illness were 
chiefly due to colds. The school nurse spent two days each 
month for health services in the schools during the school 
year. 

In September the annual physical examinations were 
given by Dr. Hester, school physician. One hundred and 
ten children were examined. Eighteen were found with 
sufficient defects to need attention. Sixteen had enlarged 
tonsils, one with poor posture, and one with flat feet. Of 
sixteen children found with enlarged tonsils, a number 
are under the observation of their family physician. Sev- 
en children had their tonsils removed. 


Vision tests were given by the teachers in September. 
Six vision defects were recorded. Four corrections were 
made. 

Dr. Kisiel, clinic dentist, held dental examinations in 
September. One hundred and four children were ex- 
amined. Eight were furnished with certificates for per- 
fect teeth. Several children’s teeth needed only cleaning, 
so were not awarded certificates. Forty-five had dental 
work done with family dentists, twenty-two with clinic 
dentist. 


In November the audiometer tests were given. Seven- 
ty-three children were tested, (first and second grades 
were not included.) Two were found with hearing defects. 
One was corrected through medical treatment. Children 
found with hearing defects in 1939, passed with normal 
tests in 1940. 


The children were weighed three times during the 
school year and were measured in September and June. 
All made a normal gain in weight.

In May twenty pre-school children were vaccinated 
by Dr. Hester. Nine pre-school children had dental work 
done by the clinic dentist. 

In carrying on the school health services, the school 
nurse made eighty-eight school, home, and miscellaneous 
visits, seventy classroom inspections, held one hundred 
and eight consultations with teachers, parents, pupils 
and others, gave forty-three classroom talks, and twenty 
first aid treatments. 

I wish to thank the teachers for their co-operation 
in carrying on health services in the schools, the Parent- 
Teachers Association for their kind assistance, and the 
parents for their co-operation in getting defects corrected 
and organizing pre-school clinics.

REPORT OF THE 


Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizen’s.of Granville: 


The following is a summary of some of the activities 
of the Board of Selectmen during 1941: 


The boundary dispute between Russell and Granville 
was presented to the Land Court Judge early in Novem- 
ber. We do not know when a decision will be given. In- 
formation on new legislaton enacted this year has been 
received from Commissioner Long. One item is of particu- 
lar interest to the citizens of Granville. It reads in part 
as follows: 

“Chapter 498, approved on July 22, 1941 and effective 
in 90 days provides where the Hartford Water district is 
taking land in Granville and Tolland that in addition to 
paying by way of reimbursement on the value of the land, 
it shall also pay on the value of the buildings which were 
in being at the time of taking.” : 

Some of the necessary repairs were made on the 
Town Hall; including one chimney, one furnace and one 
septic tank. The cost of these repairs is tabulated in the 
financial report. The building at present needs repairs on 
the other chimney, furnace and septic tank. The roof 
and the porticos on both the east and west ends need re- 
pairs. We recommend that a sufficient appropriation be 
raised in 1942 to complete some if not all of this work. 


On the Work Relief Project three thousand feet along 
the Blandford Highway and two thousand feet along the 
-North Lane # 2 Highway were cleared of trees and 
brush. About thirty-five cords of wood was cut which was 
used at the Town Hall. About an acre of Moth work was 
completed on the Hansen property, the shade trees along 
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Maple Street were trimmed and fourteen highway signs. 
were made and painted. 

Chapter 90 Maintenance provided .4 of a mile of 
asphalt and 1.6 miles of tar on the Main Road and 1.1 
miles of trap rock and asphalt on the Granby Road. 

3.4 miles of resurfacing was done this year. In- 
cluded are the following roads: Silver Street, 1 mile; 
Old Westfield Road, 3 miles; North Lane # 2, .35 mile; 
Reech Hill, .5 of a mile; West Hartford Road, .25 of 
a mile and the Clement Road, 1 mile. Two and 3 tenths 
miles of new work or oil top without any construction 
was completed. Included are: Water Street, .2 of a mile; 
Wild Cat Road, 1 mile; West Hartford Road, .35 of a 
mile; Clement Road .55 of a mile; Barnard Road, .2 of 
a mile. Two and fifteen one hundredths milés of new con- 
struction with oil top are as follows: Cross Lane, .2 of 
a mile; Old Westfield Road, .4 of a mile; South Lane # 1, 
.35 of a mile; North Lane # 2, .35 of a mile; Beech Hill, 
.5 and West Hartford Road, .35 of a mile. Funds were 
provided from Chapter 81 and the Local $3,000 Oil Fund. 
At the end of this year, we have ready for oiling 
next year, 1,700’ on Water Street, 1,000’ on the Barnard 
Road, 1,000’ on Beech Hill, 500’ each on South Lane + 1 
and North Lane + 2; a total of 4,700’ of new construction.

REPORT OF THE 


Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


During the year 1941 welfare expenses show a 
definite decrease in all categories of relief. With the ex- 
ception of January and February, no applications for 
relief were received from the employable group. A break- 
down of expenditures shows a scant two percent for em- 
ployable cases, and the remainder for the unemployable 
group and for Granville settled cases living in other 
cities and Towns. Distribution of Surplus Commodities 
was discontinued during the early part of the year. This 
service can be re-instated whenever conditions warrant 
it 

Thirteen persons received Old Age Assistance; eight 
were Granville settled; one a State case, four were 
chargeable to other cities and towns. Two applications 
were denied. 


There are no Aid to Dependent Children cases at 
present. We recommend an appropriation to take care of 
any accepted applications during 1942. 


We extend our appreciation for their co-operation, 
both financial and advisory to the American Red Cross, 
the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Children and 
the Parent Teacher’s Association.

AGRICULTURAL WORK 


The agricultural educational projects are conducted 
on a county-wide basis with commodity groups rather 
than town or community units. However, all local dairy- 
men, poultrymen, vegetable, fruit, and commercial potato 
and tobacco growers are kept informed, are invited to 
special or district meetings, and are visited by the County 
Agent in connection with their problems. The work of 
the past year has included the following projects: Pas- 
ture and hayland improvement; soil conservation and 
testing; livestock management and disease control; plant 
pest and rodent control; the grading and marketing of 
farm produce; farm financing and record keeping; wood- 
lot management; the construction and remodeling of 
barns, poultry houses, and storages; land drainage; home 
gardens and grounds improvement; and general economic 
information. 


41 farmers were enrolled in the national agricultural 
conservation program this year in your town. 


HOME BUREAU WORK 


There were six Home Bureau projects in Granville 
during the past year, namely; arts and crafts, home 
grounds, nutrition, home management, Christmas Gift 
Kit, and breadmaking. In all there were 104 people who 
participated in these various projects with 8 leaders who 
held 11 meetings.

Herewith is submitted my twelfth annual report, it 
being the thirty-ninth of such reports in this Union. 


“We are not living in the same World we were living 
in one year ago.” With these words we began our 1940 
report. If true then, how much more so now. We are at 
war. What lies ahead we cannot foresee but we have 
entered the way of sacrifice and work. It is not an easy 
road, but no man travels alone. America is united. At 
the end is Freedom and Security, a distant vista per- 
haps but none the less real. The days ahead may be 
dark, some of them black, but .the goal is a better 
world in which the basie needs of food, clothing, housing, 
medical care, education, employment and recreation shall 
be adequately met in every land, for every people. This 
better world can be achieved only by the free enterprise 
of free men. It is true that our efforts must now be 
directed toward Victory, however, we must also think 
in terms of post-war days. Some believe that the ad- 
justments of those post-war days will make a depres- 
sion inevitable. Not necessarily. If we plan now for a 
permanent economy of abundance and carry out the 
plan, no depression will follow the war. Our “abundance” 
now is and should be an all-out production of war 
materials, with a minimum of consumer’s goods. Our 
“abundance” then should be in goods that will enrich 
American living, with enough war material to maintain 
a reinforced peace. It is the essence of education to 
look ahead, since its boys and girls do not assume full 
civic responsibility for some years after their training 
in school.

But whether we take the far look or give atten- 
tion.to the tremendous task of today there is no place 
for waste. We must practice conservation of school sup- 
plies, school fuel, and conservatism in all projects that 
can be postponed without impairing fundamental school 
progress. We must not economize on the quality of teach- 
ing or on textbooks. Whatever sacrfices we make, we 
must not take it out on the children. 


There are intangible educational wastes that can be 
tolerated in peace-time, perhaps, but which are un- 
justifiable in times like these; the wastefulness of un- 
necessary absences, the wastefulness of poor study habits, 
the wastefulness of wrong attitudes. All these seriously 
affect pupil progress. Then there is the community 
wastefulness involved in uninformed comment and in 
directing well meant efforts at cross purposes. It costs 
nothing in money, but a great deal in thoughtfulness, 
to eliminate such wastes, if they exist, but the gain in 
morale and efficiency will pay rich dividends in school 
progress for those who overcome such weaknessess. 


OUR PRESENT SITUATION 


With the coming of War, we find our school work 
affected. History and Civics are given even more emphasis 
than ever. The study of Latin America is more exten- 
sive than usual. The study of Canada, Australia, China, 
Dutch East Indies, Hawaii and the Phillipines will also be 
given added attention. Our music is taking the form of 
the use and study of patriotic songs. Our Teachers are 
engaged in community defense work. 


We also must hope for ordinary steady progress 
in our regular school program. This of itself will aid 
defense. Our perennial problem is that we sometimes 
forget that all pupils do not and cannot progress at the 
same rate of speed. It is against the laws of nature to 
expect it. If either the teacher or the parent puts un- 
due pressure on the slow pupil, there is danger of creat- 
ing a nervous tension that will cause him to dislike 
school. There are advantages in slow careful work. It is 
likely to result in sturdy character. At any rate, all we 
can justly expect of a pupil is for him to do his best. We 
should not ask him to excel his neighbor.

A. B. He has nearly completed the work for his master’s 
degree. His major interests have been history, athletics, 
music and 4-H Club work.

Miss Hildred Boston, Primary teacher at the Village 
School, resigned to be married. She later accepted a 
teaching position at Goffstown, N. H. Miss Alma Howard 
of Chicopee, Mass. was elected to the position. Miss 
Howard is a graduate of the Westfield State Teachers’ 
College in 1940 with the degree of B. 8. E. During her 
first year she taught the lower grades at Warwick, 
Mass. Her special interests are dramatics, athletics, 
music, arts and crafts. After four years of.splendid ser- 
vice at West Granville, Miss Avis Brown, resigned to 
accept the principalship of an elementary school in 
Marshfield. She well deserved her promotion. Miss Lucille 
Clark of Sanford, Maine succeeded her. She is a graduate 
of the Farmington Normal School and has taught in 
Readfield, Maine and in Norridgewock, Maine. 


Late in the summer, Miss Olive Dutton who had 
taught the upper room at West Granville for nearly 
two years resigned to accept a position in the Nantucket 
Junior High School. Miss Eileen Ryan of Westfield, Mass. 
succeeded her. Miss Ryan graduated from the Westfield 
Teachers’ College in 1941 with a degree of B. S. E. Her 
interests are in literature, music and athletics.

REPORT OF THE 


School Nurse 


January 1941 to January 1942 


The school nurse spends twenty school nursing days 
in Granville during the school year. 


In May, Dr. Hester immunized twelve pre-school and 
school children against diphtheria. 


The dental clinic was held at the Southwick school 
from September until November. Dr. Joseph Kisiel ex- 
amined all of the pupils. 6 were cared for at the clinic. 
35 received attention from outside dentists. ‘Two pupils 
who were absent on clinic days were taken to Westfield for 
this examination. 


In September and October, Dr. Hester gave the an- 
nual physical examinations. Parents of pupils, who had 
sufficient defects to need attention, were notified. This 
number in Granville was exceptionally small. Colds were 
probably the chief cause for pupils being absent from 
school. Four pupils were absent in October due to a 
glandular sickness. 


The children were weighed and measured twice dur- 
ing the school year. | 

Due to the splendid cooperation and kind interest be- 
tween community leaders and teachers, much corrective 
work was accomplished. Three pupils had tonsilectomy 
operations at Noble Hospital in Westfield. One pupil with 
vision defect was examined and glasses were obtained.

What to do when the Air Raid Warning Sounds. 


Do not permit any pupils to leave the building. 
Do not permit any pupils to return to classrooms until 
the ‘‘All-Clear” signal is given. 


Do not send the pupils home. 


These protective measures will require organization, 
planning, training, and drill. They should be started 
at once. 


Air Raid Drill. 


Use your fire drill organization to get pupils to the 
Air Raid Refuge. Have them file from the classroom 
the same way, in the same order, under the same 
leaders. But take them to the Air. Raid Refuge. 


The Air Raid Refuge. 


The chance of a direct hit on any individual building 
is very small. You must guard against the blast of 
nearby high-explosive bombs and incendiaries and 
falling fragments of antiaircraft shells. 


You must get away from windows, and from open 
doors. The large inside halls of most schools are 
suitable for an Air Raid Refuge. (Do not use the halls 
on the top floor of the building) The cellar is a suit- 
able Air Raid Refuge provided there are plenty of 
exits and provided any windows to the outside can 
be protected by a layer of sandbags. 


Select the most protected places in the building— 
be sure they provide enough capacity to hold every- 
one without crowding. Be sure there is more than 
one exit.

PARENTS! 


9. If an air raid should come while your children are at 
school, see to your own safety. Stay home, go to your 
refuge room, stay away from windows. 


In an Air Raid, Rule Number 1 is to stay off the 
street, get under cover. On the street, there is the risk 
of falling shell fragments, racing cars, and fire ap- 
paratus. Stay indoors. 


Do not try to telephone. The wires must be kept 
clear for the wardens, the police, and the fire depart- 
ment. You might prevent an urgent message from 
getting through. 


This is hard advice. It’s not easy to take. But it is

children.

1 submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Granville for the period from April 30, 
1939 to May 8, 1941, made in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of a report made to 
me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Granville for the period from 
April 30, 1939, the date of the previous audit, to May 3, 1941, and 
submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the Boole of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
sending out bills for collection, were examined and checked. 

The surety bonds of town officials required to furnish them for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 

The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were 
checked with the record of licenses granted. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified and the licenses granted but unissued were 
listed. 
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The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were compared with the depart- 
mental records of payments to the treasurer and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the treasury. The pay- 
ments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants, the cash book 
additions were verified, and the cash balance on May 8, 1941, was 
proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation 
of the bank balance with a statement received from the depository. 


It is reeommended that the treasurer reconcile his cash balance 
at frequent intervals, so that any clerical errors may be located and 
corrected promptly. 


It was noted that in April, 1939, the selectmen purchased a 
grader for $360, and monthly rentals of $25 have been paid to be 
applied towards the purchase price. Payments of $175 and $50 
were made in 1939 and 1940, respectively, for rentals and were 
charged to the road machinery account, the balance of $135, plus 
$33.46 for freight charges, having been paid in 1941, prior to the 
annual town meeting. The selectmen also purchased in February, 
1940, a snow plow, the cost of which, with additional equipment 
and freight charges, was $480. Monthly rental charges of $50 have 
been paid on this equipment to be applied towards the purchase 
price. Under this arrangement $200 was paid as rentals in 1940 
and the balance of $280 was paid in 1941 prior to the annual 
meeting. 

In connection with the purchase of the above equipment, it 
should be noted that although the warrant for the 1940 annual meet- 
ing contained two articles under which it was proposed to transfer 
$218.46 from the machinery account to pay the balance on the 
grader, and $480 to pay for the snow plow, no action was taken by 
' the town meeting on these two articles, but the selectmen never- 
theless paid for the equipment which was purchased by them prior 
to the town meeting. 


It was also noted that between January 1, 1941, and the annual 
meeting, the selectmen authorized the payment of previous years’ 
bills for repairs, gasoline, oil, parts, and accessories for town-owned 
equipment, totaling $927.69. This amount, together with the bal- 
ances paid on the equipment purchased, made a total of $1,376.15 
which was paid in 1941 for previous years’ bills. The present board 
of selectmen have on file two bills amounting to $251.13 which were 
incurred in 1940 and which were unpaid on the audit date. These 
transactions clearly represent an attempt to circumvent the pro- 
visions of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws, which prohibits 
the incurrence of liabilities in excess of appropriations, a penalty 
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for violation of which is provided in Section 62, Chapter 44, General 
Laws. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax accounts outstanding according to the 
previous examination were audited, and all subsequent commitments 
were reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded col- 
lections were checked in detail, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, the abatements were compared with the assessors’ record 
of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 


To prove the outstanding accounts, verification notices were 
sent to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town, and from the replies received it ap- 
pears that the outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


Interest and costs on delinquent taxes should be collected in 
accordance with Section 57, Chapter 59, and Sections 15 and 15A, 
Chapter 60, General Laws. 


Although attention was called in the previous audit report to 
the provisions of Section 15A, Chapter 41, General Laws, the town 
clerk has failed to certify the amounts appropriated from the road 
machinery fund to the machinery account in 1940 and 1941, totaling 
$4,744.21 and $5,443.70, respectively The town clerk is required 
tc certify all appropriations to the assessors in detail, with the 
provisions made for meeting the same, so that the assessors may 
comply with the provisions of Section 23, Chapter 59, General Laws. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of trust funds in custody of the treasurer were examined and 
listed, the income being proved and the withdrawals being verified. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were compared 
with the amounts falling due during the period covered by the audit 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked 
with the record of licenses issued. The payments to the treasurer 
and to the Division of Fisheries and Game were verified and the 
cash on hand May 3, 1941, was proved by actual count. 


The records of bills sent out for collection by the public welfare 
department, including the bureau of old age assistance, were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The departmental records of charges 
were analyzed, the recorded collections were compared with the 
payments to the treasurer, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved.

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were ex- 
amined. The receipts were checked with the record of work done 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 

The librarian’s record of fines were checked. The payments to 
the treasurer were verified and the cash on hand May 19, 1941, was 
proved by actual count. 

Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet which is 
appended to this report was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on May 3, 1941. In addition to the balance sheet, 
there are appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental ac- 
counts, as well as tables showing the condition and transactions of 
the trust funds. 

For the cooperation received from the several town officials 
while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assis- 
tants and for myself, to express appreciation.

We made some progress this year toward a Fire De- 
partment. At present we have the fire truck, a fire 
pumper, hose and equipment. We hope to have this equip- 
ment assembled by Town Meeting Day. It is recom- 
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mended by this Board that the Town consider installing 
a front end pump and make six more Water Holes. The 
Water Holes made this year are on the following streets: 
3, south Lane; 1, Water Street; 1, Granby Road; 2, Cross 
Road; 1, Silver Street; 2, Lake Street; 4, Main Road in 
West Granville; 1, Barnard Road; 1, North Lane No. 2. 


We recommend that the citizens of Granville give some 
consideration to repairs on the Town Hall. The past two 
years we have repaired both chimneys and both furnaces 
and made other minor repairs. At present the roof of the 
building, the front entrance and the east portico are 
badly in need of repairs and the inside of the building 
needs new paint and some plaster. 


At the end of this year, we have four miles of road 
ready for resurfacing next year; and three miles of new 
construction ready for oil next year. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance provided 1.1 miles of resur- 
face with trap rock covering on the Granby Road and 
1.5 miles of tar with sand covering on the Main Road; also 
800 feet of side drainage. 


The Town appropriation for improving secondary 
roads together with a thousand dollars from the County 
provided .2 of a mile of construction ready for oil on the 
Cross Road and .25 of a mile of new construction on the 
Blandford Road. Remaining funds were used for sanding 
on North Lane No. 2, Beech Hill and the Old Westfield 
Road.

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REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of Granville: 


Herewith is submitted my thirteenth annual report, it 
being the fortieth of such reports in this Union. 


We are entering an air age. We have scarcely begun 
to realize what this means. At a stroke, we have a new 
geography in which the Arctic Sea becomes an inland 
lake, and round about is grouped most of the land masses 
of the Earth, with every portion easily accessible to the 
airplane. The implications are beyond prediction. It is 
clear that we must permanently keep a big navy, a size- 
able army and a huge military air force in instant readi- 
ness against some future Pearl Harbor. In the post-war 
World, we can well imagine the time when a considerable 
commerce will be carried four miles up, and passengers 
will travel by plane as frequently as by train. Already 
air freight rates are down to six cents per ton mile and 
air passenger rates are little higher than Pullman fares. 


All this creates a new situation for our elementary 
schools. We must completely revise our teaching of 
geography and greatly modify and intensify our teaching 
of mathematics, science and physical education. Some 
attention must be given to pre-flight aeronautics, air- 
plane modelling and to simple meteorology. An intensive 
study of nutrition is desirable, as the most practical and 
the quickest means for reaching the homes. When the 
housewife cannot get butter she should realize that not 
only must she get a new source for needed fats but she 
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must find a new source of vitamin A. What are the 
sources of vitamin A? As each new food scarcity arises, 
what is taken from our diet, and where are the replace- 
ments’? The upper grade pupil should be able to answer. 


Already, our schools have done much directly to fur- 
ther the war effort and they must take an increasingly 
active part. This will take the form of participating in 
the sale of war savings stamps and bonds, Junior Red 
Cross work, first aid, home hygiene, home nursing and 
child care, conservation projects, victory gardens and 
poultry clubs. When the government needed scrap, they 
appealed to the schools and school children got it moving. 
When the United States Mint wanted to get hidden pen- 
nies into circulation, they appealed to the school children 
of America, and the pennies came out of hiding. By the 
use of surplus commodities and the government penny-a- 
bottle milk program, the schools are doing much to keep 
up the National health standards. Because of lessened 
medical services, we should pay close attention to this 
matter. A child who has a hard cold should stay at home, 
not only for his own protection but to prevent the spread 
of colds throughout the school, always remembering that 
most contagious diseases “come down” like a cold. The 
“cold’’ may be something worse. Parents are also urged 
to consult the family dentist frequently, since we can 
no longer find a dentist to carry on a school dental pro- 
gram. 


Our school houses have been used as rationing centers, 
with the indirect advantage that people and teachers 
have become better acquainted. Most citizens have appre- 
ciated the long hard hours that teachers have freely 
given to this work, trying as best they could to adjust 
complicated regulations and inadequate materials to the 
needs of individual citizens. It may be, as time goes on, 
that our schoolhouses will be used as evacuation centers, 
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air raid centers or for other purposes as yet entirely un- 
foreseen. If so, we shall be ready. 


There is one other duty devolving on our schools, the 
most important of all. In this crisis, the teaching of his- 
tory and citizenship must be emphasized as never before. 
There is little sense in fighting a war to preserve democ- 
racy unless our children shall learn what democracy 
means and shall learn how to use freedom. They must 
learn that true freedom is law-abiding; and we adults 
must learn that children: cannot be goose-stepped into 
democracy. The schools must teach the Constitution and 
the Bill of Rights as permanent bulwarks of our liberty. 
It may be, as President Roosevelt says, that the preserva- 
tion of our form of government depends upon the 
schools. 


We should not lose sight of the fact that most of our 
elementary pupils, particularly in the lower grades, will 
come to maturity in a post-war world. The schools must 
therefore re-tell the legends and relate anew the tales of 
ancient story, preserve the richer values of life, teach 
its beauty, give deeper meaning to its music and inculcate 
devotion to what is right and true. Along with its war 
duties, the school must ever serve as a haven to protect 
little children from the stresses and turmoil of the times. 


The past year saw a change in personnel at West Gran- 
ville. Miss Ryan resigned to accept a position in South- 
wick and Miss Clark resigned to be married. Miss Mae 
Kieliszek, a graduate of the Westfield Teachers College, 
was elected to the upper room and Miss Marie Russo, a 
graduate of Framingham Teachers’ College was elected 
to the lower room position. Both are well trained and 
both are doing good work. Miss Ruth Stiles, the school 
nurse, resigned in the Fall for advanced training pre- 
paratory to entering government service. Miss Young 
of Springfield took her place. 
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All of our schools have taken an interested and vital 
part in the war duties that have been assigned to schools 
and they are making the changes in curriculum that have 
been referred to in the early part of this report. Un- 
usually strong interest in simple pre-aviation subjects is 
manifest. Indeed, in both schools, substantial progress 
is in evidence in all phases of school work. Granville is 
not afraid of the word “rural’’. Our school work is on 
the basis of common sense adaption to local needs, con- 
sequently Granville is coming to be known throughout 
this area not only as possessing two unusually fine school 
buildings but also as maintaining one of the outstanding 
school systems among the small towns of this section of 
the state. 


The war has brought radical changes in the transporta- 
tion of school children in most towns, and Granville is 
no exception. Our high school pupils could no longer be 
carried in private cars and so the school bus was used for 
this purpose at the East end of the town. This necessitat- 
ed bringing in the elementary pupils later and beginning 
school at the Village School at 10 a.m. School keeps until 
4 p.m. Also, by government direction, we could no longer 
consider requests for bus trips down side roads. We are 
supposed to require such pupils to walk to school or to the 
bus for any distance up to two miles, although we are 
permitted to carry pupils a less distance who live on reg- 
ularly established bus routes. 


Attention is called to the statements by the music 
supervisor and school nurse, also to the statistics. We 
should not close this report without giving especial rec- 
ognition to those workers who have come into the schools 
at each rationing period and have given so generously 
of their time to assist the teachers in registration work. 
Just as the Nation could have handled this task through 
no other organization than the schools, the teachers would 
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have found the work too arduous without the help of 
many patriotic citizens. Hope, progress and service 
should continue to be our watchwords during 1948.

School Nurse 


January 1942 to January 1943 


The yearly physical examinations were made by Dr. 
R. D. Hester in September, and parents notified of de- 
fects needing correction. Seventeen pupils were in need 
of dental service and two had enlarged tonsils. 


The pupils were weighed three times during the year, 
vision and hearing tested, and records made of all find- 
ings. Miss E. M. Herlihy, Supervisory Nurse for the State 
Department of Health, supervised the testing of hearing 
with the use of an audiometer loaned by the State. 


Fifteen class-room inspections were made and ten 
children excluded from school because of chicken-pox and 
German measles. In October and November there were 
many absent because of whooping cough. Four children 
were referred to school physicians for special examina- 
tion and advice. One child was taken to Clarke School 
at Northampton for examination and advice because of 
speech defect. 


There were seven class-room talks on hygiene and 
many conferences with teachers, parents, pupils and 
others regarding health needs of the pupils. 


Fifteen home calls were made. 


The school service was carried on by Misses Ruth Stiles 
and Luella Young. Miss Stiles served from January to 
October, at which time she left to take a Public Health 
Nursing Course at Western Reserve University.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Granville for the period from May 4, 1941, 
the date of the previous examination, to October 17, 1942, and 
submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the sev- 
eral departments collecting or disbursing money for the town, or 
sending out bills for collection, were examined, checked, and 
verified. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and 
checked with the records of the departments collecting money for 
the town and with the other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. The payments were compared with the 
treasury warrants approved by the board of selectmen authoriz- 
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ing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash book addition 
was verified and the cash balance on October 17, 1942, was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement received 
from the bank of deposit. 


The payments of debt and interest were proved by comparison 
with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities and 
coupons on file. 


The securities, including savings bank books representing the 
investment of trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer 
were examined and listed, the income being proved and the with- 
drawals verified. 


It has been the practice of the treasurer to turn over pay-roll 
checks of the highway employees to the highway surveyor and 
some of the checks for aid due old age assistance recipients to the 
old age assistance supervisor for distribution. In this connection 
attention is called to Section 35, Chapter 41, General Laws, which 
provides that the town treasurer shall pay all bills of all depart- 
ments. It is therefore recommended that all checks be either dis- 
tributed by the treasurer to the payees or mailed to them by him 
whenever personal delivery is not practical. 


The books and accounts of the tax. collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The tax accounts outstanding at the time 
of the previous examination and the subsequent commitment lists 
of all taxes committed were audited and proved with the warrants 
given by the assessors for their collections. The recorded collections 
were compared with the payments to the treasurer, the abatements 
were checked with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that 
the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The tax collector’s cash on hand October 17, 1942, was verified 
by actual count. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined. The 
receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the rec- 
ord of licenses issued, the payments to the State and town treas- 
urers were verified, and the cash on hand October 17, 1942, was 
proved by actual count. 
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The surety bonds filed with the town by the town clerk, treasurer, 
and tax collector were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The appropriations voted by the town were listed from the 
town clerk’s record of town meetings. It was noted that the ex- 


penditures charged against highway projects carried on in co-opera- 
tion with the State and County were in excess of the funds avail- 
able for these purposes. Such overdrafts could have been avoided 
if the treasurer had borrowed the necessary funds in accordance 
with Section 6A, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


The computation of the tax rates prepared by the assessors 
was examined, and it was noted that the aggregate amount of 
appropriations raised by the assessors in 1941 was $40 in excess 
of the amounts voted by the town meetings. It was further noted 
that in 1942 the amount of $221.11 raised for the County tuber- 
culosis hospital assessment was duplicated and included in the 
aggregate amount of appropriations voted by the town. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were checked 
with the record of licenses granted. The payments to the treas- 
urer were compared with the recorded receipts, and the cash on 
hand October 17, 1942, was verified. 


It was noted that while a number of individuals are engaged in 
the storage and sale of gasoline in the town, no permits or li- 
censes for the storage of gasoline, as required by law, have been 
issued. 


The receipts for the rental of the town hail were checked, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand 
October 17, 1942, was proved by actual count. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were checked with the record of fees charged, and the payments 
to the treasurer were verified. 


The records of accounts receivable of the public welfare depart- 
ment for aid to dependent children and old age assistance were 
examined. The charges were listed and added, the payments to the 
treasurer and the abatements were checked and verified, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The receipts of the librarian for fines, etc., were checked, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand 
October 30, 1942, was verified by actual count. 
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Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on October 17, 1942. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries 
of the tax and departmental accounts, together with tables show- 
ing the trust fund transactions. 


For the co-operation received from all own officials during the 
progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

AGRICULTURAL WORK 


During the year practically the same agricultural 
projects were carried on that were started in 1941. Due 
to the War effort however, many new activities required 
the attention of the County Agent. As secretary of nu- 
merous War Action Committees he was in a position to 
advise and assist many farmers in connection with 
carrying out the various recommendations, regulations 
and orders of the Federal Government. 


HOME BUREAU WORK 


During the year one hundred twenty-five different co- 
operators in Granville participated in six different pro- 
jects conducted by fifteen volunteer leaders who had nine 
meetings or demonstrations. Considerable help was given 
at the canning demonstration on new methods and 
technics of food preservation. This was a project very 
well received by all who attended.

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By-Laws of the Town of 
Granville, Mass. 


ARTICLE I—General Provisions 


Section 1. These by-laws shall be known and desig- 
nated as by-laws of the Town of Granville, Massachusetts. 


Section 2. All by-laws or parts of by-laws heretofore 
adopted, which are inconsistent with the provisions of 
these by-laws are hereby repealed and annulled. But the 
provisions of these by-laws as far as the same are ident- 
ical with the provisions of by-laws heretofore adopted 
shall be construed as a continuation thereof. 


Section 8. The repeal of a by-law heretofore adopted 
shall not affect any act done, ratified or confirmed by 
any right accrued or established, nor any action suit or 
proceeding commenced nor affect any punishment, pen- 
alty or forfeiture incurred under such by-law. 


Section 4. These by-laws shall take effect when duly 
adopted by a Town Meeting, approved by the Attorney 
General of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
published or posted pursuant to Section 32 of Chapter 
40 of the General Laws or any act or acts amendatory 
thereof or supplementary thereto. 


ARTICLE I]—Town Meetings 


Section 1. The annual Town Meeting shall be held on 
the first Monday in February of each year. 


Section 2. Notice of the annual Town Meeting as 
well as all special meetings shall be given by posting 
attested copies of the warrant calling same, in at least 
three public places in Town, not less than seven days 
before date appointed for such meeting, and the return 
of the officer, stating the manner of notice, shall be en- 
dorsed on the warrant. 
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Section 3. All special meetings shall start at 8 o’clock 
P.M. 


ARTICLE I]J—Town Meeting Procedure 


Section 1. The moderator shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak on points of order in preference to 
others, and shall decide all questions of order. 


Section 2. When any voter shall require a question to 
be determined by yeas and nays, the moderator shall take 
the sense of the meeting in that manner, provided one- 
third of the voters are in favor of it. 


Section 3. The Moderator shall propound all ques- 
tions in the order in which they are moved, unless the 
subsequent motion be previous in its nature, except that 
in naming sums and fixing times the largest and longest 
sums shall be first. 


Section 4. When a question is under debate the 
Moderator shall receive no question but to adjourn, to lay 
on the table for the previous question, to postpone to an 
hour certain, to amend or to postpone indefinitely : Which 
several motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they stand arranged. 


Section 5. When two or more persons arise at once 
the Moderator shall name the one who is to speak first. 


Section 6. No voter shall speak more than three times 
on one question, without first obtaining leave of the meet- 
ing, no more than twice until others who have not spoken 
shall speak if they desire. 

Section 7. All committees shall be appointed by the 
Moderator unless otherwise specially directed by the 
meeting. 

Section 8. When any voter shall make a motion and 
such a motion shall be seconded by another the same shall 
be received and considered by the meeting and not other- 
wise. 
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Section 9. When a vote is passed it shall be in order 
for any one of the majority to move for a reconsideration 
thereof, and when a reconsideration is decided that de- 
cision shall not be reconsidered. 

Section 10. No one shall be allowed to interrupt while 
another is speaking or pass unnecessarily between the 
Moderator and the speaker. 

Section 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the Moderator so desires. , 

Section 12. Any voter may call for a division of the 
question where the sense will permit it. 

Section 18. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 


Section 14. When a vote is doubted the voters for or 
against the question, when called on by the Moderator 
shall rise and stand until they shall be counted. 


Section 15. Individuals while speaking shall stand un- 
covered and address the Moderator. 


Section 16. Smoking shall not be permitted at any 
annual or special meeting. 


Section 17. A motion to adjourn without date shall be 
debatable but a motion to adjourn to a day certain shall 
not be debatable. 


ARTICLE ITV—Selectmen 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall have full authority as 
agents of the Town, acting on advice of special council to 
settle any claim or suit against the Town which in their 
judgment cannot be successfully defended, when the sum 
does not exceed five hundred dollars. Any settlement re- 
quiring the payment of a sum greater than five hundred 
dollars, except as authorized by law, shall be made only 
when so authorized by vote of the Town. | 
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Section 2. The Selectmen may appear in the interests 
of the Town, either personally or by special counsel be- 
fore any court, committee of the Legislature, or any state 
or county board or commission. They shall have full 
authority as agents of the Town, acting upon advice of 
special counsel, to prosecute any and all necessary suits 
and proceedings in favor of the Town and to appear and 
defend any and all suits and legal proceedings against or 
involving the Town interests. 

Section 3. The Selectmen shall have authority to 
make parking rules and set speed limits. 


ARTICLE V 
Section 1. No person not a resident of the Town can 
be employed in any capacity, on any project of the Town 
provided that there is a resident who is qualified and 
available for any position that may be open. 


ARTICLE VI—Treasurer 
Section 1. The Treasurer shall be custodian of all 
trust funds, deeds, bonds and insurance policies belong- 
ing to the Town, except the bond of the Treasurer which 
shall be in the custody of the chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE VIJ—Finance Committee 

Section 1. The Moderator shall appoint a Finance 
Committee of five members for a term of three years from 
date of appointment or to fill any vacancies that may 
occur. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Finance Com- 
mittee to make recommendations relative to all appropria- 
tions. They shall make a study of the estimated require- 
ments submitted by the Board of Selectmen and all other 
department officials and publish their recommendations 
in the Town report. 
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Section 3. The recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee shall stand as a motion before the meeting. 


Section 4. The Finance Committee shall require from 
the Selectmen, Assessors, School Committee or any other 
Town officials an itemized account of all expenditures not 
later than December twenty-first of each year. 

Section 5. A copy of the warrant calling any meeting 
shall be furnished the chairman of the Finance Committee 
at least seven days prior to the date of meeting as desig- 
nated in the warrant. 


ARTICLE VIII—Penalties 
Section 1. Any person violating any section of these 
by-laws shall be subject to a fine of not more than twenty 
dollars.

Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


Substantial progress was made this year toward the or- 
ganization of a fire department. Arthur B. Case, the Fire 
Chiez, reports that he has six men on call and would appre- 
ciate more volunteers. The fire department has been called 
out for five chimney fires and two brush fires. Two hy- 
drants were installed in Granville Center. Four more wa- 
ter holes were made, two on the Old Westfield Road, one on 
the Granby Road and one on Silver Street, making twenty 
in all. Some are fenced with barbed wire. We were also able 
to buy a front end pump which operates quite successfully. 
We wish to thank the Noble & Cooley Company for their 
contribution to the Fire Department of $450. and Mr. Fred 
Wackerbarth for the materials for the water tank. 


The Tolland, Blandford and Southwick boundaries were 
perambulated this year with members of this Board and of 
the towns adjoining. 


More repairs were made on the Town Hall, including re- 
pairs to the roof and interior plastering. The front porch 
was torn down and rebuilt. 


In September the town bought the remaining $8,000 of 
notes on the West Granville School. This transaction cleared 
the town of debt. 


Money received under Chapter 90 maintenance was used 
on the Main road. One mile was resurfaced with trap rock 
covering and three miles of tar with sand covering. Under 
Chapter 81 the following roads were given resurface treat- 
ment:

South Lane +1 Road has .4 mile widened, rocks and 
ledges drilled; East Hartland Road is widened for 1000’; 

The above 
roads are ready for gravel. North Lane #2 has approxi- 
mately 1200’, and the Old Westfield Road 1500’ of new con- 
struction ready for asphalt. With the County money, 1200’ 
of new construction ready for asphalt was done on the 
Blandford Road; and .6 mile is ready for gravel on the 
South Lane #1 road. 


The bridge on the South Lane #1 Road was replaced this 
year with 40’ of 4’ concrete pipe. We have on hand 
32’ of 5’ concrete pipe to replace a bridge on the Nort) 
Lane +2 Road. Sixteen feet more are needed to compiete 
the construction.

School Commiitee 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


The school committee organized with G. Milton Hansen 
as chairman and Alice M. Frisbie as secretary. 


As you know, there were several changes in our teaching 
staff this year. The superintendent met with great difficulty 
in getting candidates who were interested in coming to 
Granville. Although we have raised our salary schedule, we 
still are not able to compete with salary schedules of larger 
places. This reason, besides the difficulty of transpcrtation, 
causes teachers to avoid rural areas. 


We would also like to call your attention to the cost of 
transporting pupils to High School in two busses. In 1942 
it cost $3,858.47 and in 1948, $2,876.37, making a saving of 
$982.10. 


The committee has been given certain rules in regard to 
transportation by the Office of Defense Transportation. 
Many hours have been spent in planning our bus routes 
which have been approved by the O.D.T. Although some 
changes may not seem fair, in the future we may have to 
cut our routes still more. New busses are not avail: be and 
any saving that can be made on the depreciation on the bus 
and any saving on gas and tires now may save more hard- 
ship in the future. It is the duty of the committce and citi- 
zens to help conserve in every way possible.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Granville: 


Herewith is submitted my fourteenth annual report, it 
being the forty-first of such reports in this union. 


What we most need now is to become builders. War is es- 
sentially destructive. It fosters negative thinking. People 
become restless and ordinary routines are disrupted. Fric- 
tions develop and unity is threatened. This is no less true of 
communities and homes than of our national life. We have 
had enough of that. Now we must build. It is our only hope. 
We must think positively and act with sanity and balance. 


Someone has said that education is growth. This is its 
most fundamental characteristic. It cannot thrive in an at- 
mosphere of criticism and upheaval because it evolves. It 
must be built up slowly, with persistence and steady pur- 
pose, else it does not grow at all. Its progress must be order- 
ly and carefully directed. 


Point of view is of the utmost importance in education. 
Some schools teach arithmetic, language and geography 
Granville schools teach boys and girls. There is a big differ- 
ence. It is much more important for a child to become kind, 
generous, honest, tolerant, courageous, self-controlled, and 
independent than it is for him to learn the multiplication ta- 
ble like a parrot. The strange thing is that in a child-cen- 
tered school, subject matter is actually mastered more thor- 
oughly than in a school where traditional methods are fol- 
lowed. Of course, good old-fashioned hard work has its 
place, but there is nothing superior to ge.ting the pupil to 
put his whole heart and soul into his work. If we can do 
that we need not worry about anything else. We are on the 


See 


way to success. All this presupposes that the teacher is 
taking account of individual differences rather than trying 
to crowd all pupils into the same mould. 


All this presupposes, also, that the teacher is allowed to 
function as a classroom specialist. The supervisor should 
inspire, encourage and suggest. He should not restrict the 
teacher to a rigid, detailed plan and order her around like 
an unskilled worker. The community also should see to it 
that the teacher’s life with them is a pleasant one. In these 
days of teacher shortages communities that can promise a 
happy teaching experience get the best candidates for there 
are so many towns that fail in this respect. Teacher agen- 
cies and teachers’ colleges warn candidates against towns 
whose reputation for disagreeable school experiences is bad. | 
I was very happy, this summer, in filling the vacancies that 
arose, to be able to assure candidates that in Granville we 
had not only modern schoolhouses and ample equipment but 
modern methods and a cooperative community. These as- 
sets will become more and more valuab’e as the teacher 
shortage grows more and more acute. 


Educational research reveals that what comes to us 
through the eye is retained in memory longer than what we 
learn in any other way. One of the latest and most effective. 
forms of visual education is the slide-film projector with 
film strips. It seemed wise, this year, to purchase a projec- 
tor and a few films for West Granville. The Village School 
has had a silent motion picture projector for some time 
and its value has been proved. For that purpose we rent 
silent films from time to time for their purchase would be 
costly. In the case of slide films, however, we own the films 
and can gradually build up a film library. In addition to 
that, we can exchange films with Tolland. 


THE PAST YEAR 


The past year has seen several changes in our teaching 
staff. Mrs. Thorn left us in June and is teaching in Aga- 
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wam. Mrs. Halla resigned to go into defense work. Miss 
Russo went to teach in Bloomfield and Miss Kieliszek 
teaches in Easthampton. We were sorry to lose each of these 
teachers but all of the changes represented efforts to get 
nearer home, or efforts to get nearer the city or to secure 
better salaries. Even with increased salaries we cannot com- 
pete with salary schedules maintained in larger places and 
we cannot change the geographical factor which is so much 
stressed by teachers today. However, we were fortunate in 
being able to fill the vacancies with better trained teachers 
than most communities were able to secure this summer. 
Miss Bashista was secured to teach the primary room at 
West Granville. She is a graduate of Westfield Teachers’ 
College and had one year of experience at Sunderland, Ver- 
mont. Mrs. Ruth Phelon was prevailed upon to take the up- 
‘per room at West Granville. She is a graduate of Westfield 
Normal School and she’ had several years of successful ex- 
perience in our own school system before her marriage. 
Miss Benchley of Wellesley was secured to teach the pri- 
mary room at the Village. She is a graduate of the Boston 
University School of Education with special training in pri- 
mary education. Miss Serena Morse was secured for the 
middle grades. She is a graduate of the Bridgewater Teach- 
ers’ College. All of these new teachers are doing superior 
work in the classroom. 


This past year should also be noted as a year in which 
Granville cleared up all of its indebtedness on both school- 
houses. The town should be congratulated on its foresight 
and good sense in financing. Mention should be made of the 
sewing class conducted by Mrs. Hunt that is now an inte- 
gral part of our school work. Its practical value is great. 
4-H club work, Boy Scouts, the P.T.A. and various commu- 
nity recreation projects are closely related to our school 
work and greatly assist us in our work for the pupils. 


Attention is called to the statements made by the music 
supervisor and school nurse, also to the statistics. We should

not close this report without expressing our thanks to the 
workers who have come into the schools at each rat oning 
period and have given so generously of their time to assist 
the teachers in registration work. 


In closing, may I express appreciation for the cordial co- 
operation which alone makes a successful school system pos- 
sible.

My dear Mr. Moore: 


Following is a report of the school music program in 
Granville for the year 19438: 


As stated in previous reports, our every-day schedule 
consisted of rote songs, note-reading songs, monotone songs, 
folk dances and rhythm band for the lower grades; and one, 
two and three-part songs including chormatics and com- 
pound time, for the upper grades. The theory of music 
taught in Granville schools is in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the State Department of Education. 


In June the Graduation Exercises were given, with the 
three upper grades taking part in the musical numbers. 


In September there was a general review of all the musi- 
cal theory previously learned and additional songs and 
dances were taught. 


In December a Christmas program was presented by 
West Granville school and also in the Village School, the 
pupils of all grades taking part. 


For the coming year we are planning a Music Apprecia- 
tion Course with victrola records, to include children of all 
grades.

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REPORT. OF THE 


School Nurse 


January, 1943 to January, 1944 


The school health service for 1948 consisted of the visit 
of the school nurse twice each month, and the yearly physi- 
cal examinations, which were made by Dr. Robert Marr of 
Westfield. This service has not been completed, but those 
children already examined appeared to be in good health, 
showing only minor defects, none serious enough to need 
corrective treatment at this time. 


The pupils showed an excellent growth record for the 
year, as noted by the weighing and measuring, which is 
done three times a year. 


It wasn’t possible to arrange school dental clinic this 
year, and it is hoped that this service can be renewed in 
1944. The children’s teeth are being cared for by the family 
dentist in most cases, but there are some who cannot have 
this care. 


Vision and hearing tests were given by the teachers and 
the results checked by the nurse. Teachers and pupils con- 
sulted with the nurse about personal and health problems, 
and eight home visits were made to consult with parents.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Granville for the period from Octo- 


ber 18, 1942, the date of the previous examination, to June 7, 1948, 
and submit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments re- 
ceiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collection, 
were examined, checked and verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to furnish them 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The record of licenses granted by the selectmen were checked with 
the record of licenses issued, and the payments to the treasurer were. 
compared with the treasurer’s books. 


Bye 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition 
of the town on June 7, 1948. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The taxes outstanding at the time of the previous 
examination, and all subsequent commitments, were audited and proved 
with the assessors’ warrants. The collections as recorded were checked 
with the commitment books, the payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied, the abatements as recorded were compared with the assessors’ 
record of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved, and the cash on hand June 7, 1943, was verified by ac- 
tual count. 


Further verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mail- 
ing notices to all persons whose names appeared on the books as ow- 
ing money to the town. In reply to these notices, claims were re- 
ceived from two persons who stated that their taxes were paid but not 
credited on the books of the town. These were called to the attention 
of the collector who promptly paid the amount of the taxes involved 
into the town treasury. From the remaining replies received, it would 
appear that the outstanding accounts, as recommitted to the new col- 
lector, are correct. 


Action should be taken by the new collector to bring about a prompt 
settlement of the outstanding taxes which date back to 1939. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were compared with the departmental records 
of payments to the treasurer and with the other sources from which 
money was paid into the treasury. The payments were checked with 
the selectmen’s warrants, the cash book was written up to date and 
footed, and the cash balance on June 7, 1943, was proved by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balance with a statement received from the deposi- 
tory, and by actual count of the cash in the office. It was found that 
the treasurer had been unable to reconcile his bank account since the 
date of the previous audit, which made it necessary to check all checks 
drawn since October 17, 1942, and to compile a complete list of out- 
standing checks as of June 7, 1948. 


The payments of debt and interest were compared with the amounts 
falling due during the period covered by the audit, and with the can- 
celled securities on file. 


The securities, including savings bank books, representing the in- 
vestment of trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasur-

er were examined and listed. The income was proved and the pay- 
ments were verified. 


The payroll deductions from January 1 to June 7, 1948, for the fed- 
eral victory tax were listed, and the payment to the collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, covering the first quarter, was verified. 


The books and accounts of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The appropriations as voted by the town meetings were list- 
ed and the totals were verified with the amounts raised by the asses- 
sors. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with 
the record of licenses issued. The payments to the town treasurer and 
to the Division of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash on 
hand June 7, 1943, was proved by actual count. 


The receipts for the rental of the town hall were checked and the 
payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were compared with the record of 
fees charged and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The librarian’s records of receipts from fines, etc., were checked, 
the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand 
June 23, 1943, was proved by actual count. 


The records of bills sent out for collection by the bureau of old 
age assistance were examined and checked. The charges were listed, 
and the recorded collections were compared with the payments to the 
treasurer. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the collector’s 
cash, summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as 
tables showing the condition and transactions of the trust and invest- 
ment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, co-operation was received from 
all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, 
I wish to express appreciation.

Report of The 


Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


Two major objectives were accomplished by the Town in 
1944; namely, the purchase of modern fire equipment, and 
the erection of a building to house and store town owned 
equipment. With the Volunteer Firemen and this Board act- 
ing as a purchasing Committee an American La France 500 
gallon a minute pumper installed on a Ford Truck was de- 
cided upon as best suited to the needs of the town. A report 
of the Machinery Building Committee is included in these 
reports. 


Three water holes were made this year: one at the inter- 
section of Granby Road and Water Street, one at the foot 
of Granville Hill, and one in West Granville; making a total 
Ole2ounall: 


Corner stones were placed at the Town Dump. The so- 
called Pendleton lot and the Machinery Building lot were 
surveyed and corner stones erected. Corner stones were 
also erected at the Searles Cemetery and the cemetery itself 
made more presentable by cutting the brush and grass. 


We were able to buy at minimum prices the parts nec- 
essary to build a sand loader. The motor was taken from a 
discarded automobile. When the various parts were assem- 
bled and welded together it turned out to be a very satisfac- 
tory and useful piece of equipment. 


At the Town Hall eave troughs and drains were provid- 
ed for the entire west end of the building. The Main Hall 
was cleaned and the Selectmen’s office cleaned and redeco- 
rated. The furnace in the west end was moved and repaired. 
We recommend that sufficient appropriation be made next 
year to install eave troughs on the east end of the building 
and to paint the Main Hall. 
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The Moth Warden reports that gypsy moth infestations 
are on the increase. This year 7375 egg clusters were found 
which is a substantial increase over last year. 


HIGHWAYS 
Chapter 90 Maintenance 


Funds received under Chapter 90 maintenance were used 
on the Main Road. One and four tenths miles was covered 
with 14” trap rock and 1.75 miles was covered with tar 
with sand covering.

Only three cases in the General Relief category were aid- 
ed by the Town in 1944. All of these cases are unemploy- 
able. One case is aided in his own home, one is receiving 
institutional care and the third is a case of non-support of 
children by the parent. Following is a classification of ex- 
penditures:

A few facts about Old Age Assistance: 

Old Age Assistance is not a pension. It is a form of Pub- 
lic Relief given to deserving citizens over 65 years of age 
who have lived three years or more within the Common- 
wealth and who are in need of relief. 

OAA is given according to the needs of the individual. 
This means that the amount a person needs is figured ac- 
cording to a budget set up by the State, the amount of oth- 
er income is deducted and the remainder determines the 
amount of assistance given. 

Payments start as of date of application. Minimum rates 
vary from $15 to $40 per month. Medical attention is given 
as needed. . 

The law requires sons and daughters, either married or 
single to support their parents if they are financially able 
to do so. 

A recipient may have $300 in cash or other easily liquid- 
atable assets and property whose value’ is not more than 
$3,000. E 

An individual may be eligible for Old Age Insurance (So- 
cial Security as it is called) and Old Age Assistance too. 

The Federal Government pays one half up to $40 per 
month for each individual, the State pays two thirds of the 
remainder and the balance is paid by the town or city of 
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settlement. If the recipient has no settlement the State 
pays the remainder after deducting the federal share. 
Checks are issued locally twice a month and the State and 
Federal governments reimburse the town. 


Settlement 


A legal settlement is a right created by statute for the 
purpose of determining financial responsibility of towns 
and cities and the State, for assistance given to needy per- 
sons. There are many qualifications in the settlement law. 
In general, a legal or civil settlement may be acquired by a 
person who, after becoming 21 years of age, has resided in 
a city or town in the commonwealth for five consecutive 
years without receiving public aid. A person who enlisted 
or was inducted into the Armed Services acquires a settle- 
ment in the place where he actually resided at the time of 
his induction or enlistment. This is called a Military settle- 
ment. 


Old Age Assistance 1944 


There were seven persons who received Old Age Assist- 
ance this year. Three have no settlements, one is chargeable 
to another town and three are Granville settled. The fol- 
lowing is an account of expenditures with estimated re- 
ceipts from the State and Federal governments.

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Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Granville: 


Herewith is submitted my fifteenth annual report, it be- 
ing the forty-second of such reports in this union. 


We have come to grim days in our War against aggres- 
sion. Difficulties have led to hope during 1944, only to be 
followed by unexpected discouragement. This has brought 
determination to face whatever further sacrifices may be 
necessary. 


The future of public education is becoming increasingly 
clear. Our boys are going into service at eighteen and this 
policy will continue for many years. There is little point 
therefore in leaving school before eighteen because the pre- 
induction courses so essential for the future service are to 
be given in public schools. All Federal and State officials 
are stressing the importance of staying in school. That is 
the war job of every young person and any student who 
leaves school at an earlier age is shirking military duty as 
defined by both the Army and the Navy. 


While this pre-induction training affects the high school 
immediately and specifically, yet it reaches down and influ- 
ences the elementary program. The services are stressing 
Mathematics, Science, English, Social Studies and Physical 
fitness. Their demands find the elementary school already 
doing strong work in all except the last. 


We can readily adapt ourselves to their demands in the 
field of physical fitness, for they are not asking for elabo- 
rate gymnastics and exercises, but plenty of walking, swim- 
ming and any other work or play that develops legs, arms 
and chest. I suspect that most farm boys are meeting the 
requirements unknowingly in doing their daily chores. Our 
baseball and basketball games contribute much to this same 
end. In our more formal physical education program many 
activities have Army approval. , 
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There is another aspect of school work that is especially 
important in war time. School furnishes a carefree environ- 
ment in which children can live their lives as children. At 
home they participate with the family in worries over the 
fate of brothers and fathers in service. Over the radio they 
hear the terrible story of war. At the movies they see it. 
Only at school can they enjoy the God-given heritage of 
childhood with its work and its play. Of course, they play 
war, make airplane models and sing war songs, but in all 
this they are a part of a group of children. There is a dif- 
ference and it is important. 


The war accentuates but does not wholly explain the 
acute teacher shortage which our state and nation are fac- 
ing. In some states thousands of schools are closed and 
pupils go untaught because no teachers, good or bad, can be 
obtained. Even in Massachusetts our smallest towns are 
finding it almost impossible to get teachers with acceptable 
qualifications. With this background, we can appreciate 
even more fully how fortunate our town is and has been in 
the matter of securing teachers of excellence. As we pointed 
out last year, this is not wholly a matter of paying good 
salaries although that is important. Teachers like to work 
in schools where conditions are pleasant. Those communi- 
ties where unthinking criticism is the lot of the teacher are 
at a disadvantage in these times. ‘So it is particularly fortu- 
nate when we find a town like Granville where the people 
go out of their way to make life pleasant for the teachers 
and to build up rather than to tear down, what the schools 
are attempting to do. We should also be appreciative of the 
splendid work of our school committee. They have met their 
problems with firmness, fairness, courage, and breadth of 
v1lew. 


The past year has brought some changes in personnel. 
Principal Doran was called to Army service in July. Since 
he was on tenure, his status is that of being on leave of ab- 
sence. This means that he may, if he wishes, resume his po- 
sition with us at the close of his military service. This cre- 
ates a problem in securing other teachers which has been 
adjusted in an equitable manner. Miss Crean took Mr. Do- 
ran’s place and is doing a fine piece of work. She is a gradu- 
ate of Westfield Teacher’s College with the degree of B.S.E. 
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and has taught in Peru and in Auburn, in the latter place 
as principal. Miss Morse resigned in the summer to accept 
a fine teaching position in Fairhaven. We were able to se- 
cure Mrs. Walter Phelon to take her room. 


Granville people were very happy to have her once more 
working in our schools. She and Mrs. Pearl Phelon, who is 
staying on at West Granville, are typical of the thousands 
of married teachers who have returned to Massachusetts 
schoolrooms as a patriotic service. Without them, thousands 
of pupils would now be suffering from inefficient teaching. 
Miss Bashista resigned in June to enlist in the Waves. Since 
she was not on tenure she is not on leave of absence as is 
Mr. Doran. Miss Catherine Silan took her place. She is a 
graduate of Westfield Teacher’s College with the degree of 
B.S.E. Nothing but praise can be given each of the above 
teachers, both those who left our schools and those who have 
come to us. 


During the past year some fine honors have come to 
Granville students. Ernest Jensen and Leonard Roberts 
gained first place in the State 4-H club contest in vegetable 
judging and they placed third out of 68 teams in the na- 
tional contest. James Jensen gained some sort of a record 
in picking 41 bushels of milkweed pods for naval use. We 
have not been able to get a statement from the state offi- 
cials, but at least he clearly has the record for Hampden 
County. Several of our high school students were elected to 
the Pro Merito Society, an honor given for high general 
scholarship. Several of our Granville girls were elected as 
junior members of the Westfield Woman’s Club. This honor 
is given for excellence in English. 


Attention is called to the reports of the music supervisor 
and school nurse and the statistics which accompany this. 
In addition, the following figures of the 118 small towns of 
the state may be of interest. We shall give the figure for 
Granville first and the average for the group second, in 
each case.

School Nurse 


January 1944 to January 1945 


The nurse visited the schools regularly except in Novem- 
ber, when she could not because of illness. Dr. Robert Marr 
completed the yearly examinations in January and Dr. Har- 
old Beattie made his examinations in October. Dr. Beattie 
examined eighty children and found that sixteen were in 
need of dental care and six had enlarged tonsils. All children 
should have regular dental care as a measure of good health 
and a preventive of possible infections. In the Spring there 
were a number of cases of measles, German measles and 
two cases of scarlet fever among the children. School vaca- 
tion was advanced as a means of checking possible spread 
of contagion. 


It is hoped to have a diphtheria immunization clinic in 
1945 and that all children between the ages of six months 
and ten years will participate except those who have al- 
ready been immunized.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 
of the town of Granville for the period from June 8, 19438, the date of 


the previous examination, to April 4, 1944, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or sending 
out bills for collection, were examined, checked and verified. 


The pay-roll deductions for federal taxes were checked. The deduc- 
tions were listed, the payments to the Collector of Internal Revenue 
were verified, and the cash in the general treasury was proved. 
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The receipts from licenses issued by the selectmen were checked 
with the record of licenses granted, and the cash on hand was proved. 


The receipts for the rental of the town hall were checked and the 
payments to the treasurer were verified. 


Th appropriations as voted by the town meetings were listed from 
the records of the town clerk and were compared with the aggregate 
amounts raised by the assessors in the determination of the tax rate. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked. 
The receipts from dog and sporting licenses were checked with the 
record of licenses issued. The payments to the treasurer and to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash on hand 
April 4, 1944, was proved by actual count. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer and collector for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked. 
The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the departmental record 
of payments to the treasurer and with the other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury. The payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants, the cash book was footed, and the cash 
balance on April 14, 1944, was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement received from the bank of deposit, and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 


The payments of debt and interest were compared with the amounts 
falling due during the period covered by the audit, and with the can- 
celled securities on file. The purchase in advance of maturity of se- 
curities covering the balance of the school debt which would have 
fallen due during the coming eight years, made possible by a town 
meeting appropriation for this purpose, was verified. The cancelled 
securities covered by this payment were examined and listed. 


The securities including savings bank books representing the invest- 
ment of trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined 
and listed. The income was proved and the payments were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination, and all subsequent commitment lists of taxes 
were audited and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The col- 
lections, as recorded, were checked with the commitment books, the 


TiS: 


payments to the treasurer were verified, the abatments were compared 
with the record of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved, and the cash on hand April 4, 1944, was proved by 
actual count. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing notices 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town. During the process of auditing the accounts it was 
found that in seven instances collection of taxes recorded on the cash 
book had not been posted to the commitment books. Except for re- 
plies received from individuals, whose payments were not entered as 
noted, it appears that the outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The total amount outstanding on each levy was reported to the as- 
sessors, who recommitted the accounts to the recently elected tax col- 
lector, to whom the warrants and collector’s books were pee over at 
the completion of the audit. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the record of 
fees charged and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


Tne librarian’s records of receipts from fines, etc., were checked. 
It was noted that no payment to the treasurer has been made during 
the period covered by this audit. The cash on hand April 4, 1944, 
was proved by actual count. 


The records of accounts receivable of the bureau of old age assist- 
ance were analyzed, and the collections as recorded were compared 
with the treasurers’ record of receipts. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition 
of the town on April 4, 1944. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of 
the tax and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the 
condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation received from the several town officials while 
engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, to express appreciation.

To the Citizens of the Town of Granville: 


Snow removal has been our greatest and most expensive 
problem this year. We have been criticised because the 
roads were not opened quicker, were not scraped wider 
and cleaner, and because they were not sanded more thor- 
oughly. We feel that you as a tax payer should ask your- 
self, ““How much do I want to pay for snow removal? Do I 
want to maintain a regular crew whether there is snow and 
ice or not? How much do I want to invest in equipment? 
What kind of winter roads do I want?” Then act according- 
ly when the snow removal appropriation comes to vote at 
Town meeting. 


This year the Town has bought two new trucks which are 
heavier than we have been in the habit of using, and a new 
snow plow. This equipment works out very satisfactorily 
for a moderate storm. We hope that some time in the fu- 
ture the town will buy a still heavier truck than we have 
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at present. This Town always has snow drifts to break 
through and widen. We recommend therefore, that the 
Town purchase a D-6 tractor and snow plow. Although 
plowing snow with a tractor is slow work, we feel that it 
is essential to have heavy equipment in reserve for heavy 
snow. 


During the period from July 1, 1944 to June 30, 1945, 
the Town spent $10,175.16 for snow removal. The State re- 
imbursed $4,292.98. This was an emergency measure for 
the above period only. At present there is a bill pending in 
the legislature which is intended to help small towns on a 
percentage basis with the snow removal problem. We hope 
you will contact our Representative and Senator and urge 
them to use their influence to see that the bill is passed. 


During the war, our Chapter 81 allotment was cut $1825. 
This amount will be returned to us next year. Also, as a 
Post War Rehabilitation measure the State is allotting to 
the Town $15,475 a year for the next six years. This money 
must be spent on not more than any two roads in town in 
one year which are either mail or school bus routes, and 
not Chapter 90 roads. 


At the request of the County Commissioners, we meas- 
ured and reported the condition of the 42 bridges in town 
which have more than a five foot span. The State has taken 
over three of these bridges this year and there is a possibili- 
ty that more will be taken next year. The bridges taken over 
this year are: Dickinson Bridge, on the Main Road, the 
School House Bridge on the Granby Road, and the Hubbard 
river Bridge. 


The Town has invested several thousand dollars in fire 
equipment. In order that people, who live within 2 miles 
over the road distance from the equipment house, can bene- 
fit by the decreased rate in fire insurance, we must have 
1000’ of 214” hose, suitable equipment and pumper and a 
proper place for housing. We have 800’ of 214” hose, the 
fire pumper and equipment. Don’t you think we should have 
a new Fire House? 


The work done in the Moth Department was confined to 
badly infested areas. The Superintendent reported 15,446 
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moth clusters, which is a 100% increase over last year. He 
recommends that some arrangement be made whereby thick- 
ly infested stone walls can be burned out, and an increase 
in appropriation. 


At the Town Barn the cement floor was finished and some 
grading was done. The Westfield Public Works Department 
has given us permission to take from the water shed any 
evergreen trees we may need for landscaping, and next 
year we hope the appearance of this property will be great- 
ly improved. 


Our Veteran’s Service center is located in Westfield. So 
far this arrangement has not been too satisfactory. Until 
such time as a more satisfactory center can be established, 
we hope our returned Veterans will use the one in Westfield. 
We offer our cooperation at any time, and recommend that 
the Town give some thought to a permanent Honor Roll. 


Through the cooperation of the executor of the Elma 
Bronson estate and Mr. Benham Cone, our collection of 
Town reports is complete from March 5, 1888 to the pres- 
ent. Inasmuch as some of these books are old and worn, we 
recommend that they be bound into volumes.

GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of Granville, 
qualified to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall 
in Granville Center, on Monday, February 11, 1946, then 
and there to act upon the articles which follow: 


The polls will open at 10 o’clock A.M. and close at 
7 o'clock P.M. unless the time of closing is extended by vote 
of the Town. 


ARTICLE 1. To bring in and deposit their ballots for one 
Moderator, one Tax Collector, one Treasurer, one Town 
Clerk, one Tree Warden, two Auditors, three Selectmen, 
each for one year; one Library Trustee for three years, one 
Assessor for three years, and one School Committee for 
three years; and to vote yes or no on the following question: 
Shall an Act passed by the General Court in 1945 entitled 
“An act relative to equal pay for men and women” be in 
force in this Town? 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers. 


ARTICLE 3. To hear the annual reports of the Selectmen, 
Assessors, Board of Public Welfare, Treasurer, Tax Collec- 
tor, School Committee and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary to defray the expenses 
of the Town for the year ending December 31, 1946. 
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ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1947 in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year ending December 31, 1947. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year ending December 31, 1946, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable in one year, and renew 
any note or notes for a period of less than one year, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 17, Chapter 44 of 
the General Laws.

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The Third Jubilee 
1745 - 1945 


The growth and development of Granville may be credit- 
ed to the determination, cooperation and initiative of its 
forefathers whose chief interests were the worship of God, 
the education of their children, and the maintenance of 
their homes and the development of their industries. Evi- 
dence of these characteristics has followed thru the years 
since June 1686, when James Cornish bought from the In- 
dian, Toto, ‘‘for good and loving consideration,” a gun and 
six’ vaudy brass buttons, a certain tract<of land; “‘a six 
miles square or thereabouts.’ Cornish recorded the deed 
in Hampshire County, which at that time included Frank- 
lin and Hampden counties and a part of Suffield. Cornish

sold a large part of his land to William Fuller, and both 
sold in 1713 to Atherton Mather. It was Mather who grant- 
ed this land to the Bedford Company of Proprietors, the 
founders of the plantation of Bedford. The purchase was 
made in 1715, and confirmed by the General Court in 1739. 
The proprietors were not settled, and, realizing that they 
could make no money unless the land were settled, they 
agreed to set apart some 2,000 acres for public use and 
each proprietor agreed to give one fifth of his land, “in 
order to the bringing forward of the plantation 4,000 acres 
shall be given to 40 persons to settle.” In 1736 Samuel Ban- 
eroft arrived with his family and chose his 100 acres on 
what is now the northerly part of the Westfield Reservoir. 
Other families migrated to the territory from Durham, 
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Conn. Having provided a shelter for their families, and 
prepared the land for crops, their first care was for the 
establishment of a Church and then a school for the educa- 
tion of their children. The first pastor, Rev. Moses Tuttle 
was ordained and settled in 1747. The erection of the first 
Church edifice was largely due to his efforts. The Congre- 
gational Church now in use was built in 1802 and thor- 
oughly repaired in 1890. 


In 1795 Dr. Timothy Mather Cooley was settled as the 
minister of the Church and continued as such until his 
death December 14, 1859. Dr. Cooley was not only a be- 
loved pastor, but also a great educator. Besides preaching 
over 7000 sermons, he personally instructed 800 men, 
found time to be School Committee man for 45 years, a 
trustee of Williams College for 46 years, and a Vice-presi- 
dent of the Westfield Academy for 50 years. In 1805, a 
group of 52 families, whom Dr. Cooley had organized as a 
Church, set forth in covered wagons for lands in the West, 
locating at Granville, Ohio. 


In July, 1987 this Church and the Baptist Church unit- 
ed in a federation agreement, thus creating the Federated 
Church of Granville. 


In 1762 the first vote to raise money for the support of 
schools was taken and the sum of 20 pounds was raised. 
This amount has gradually increased each year, with the 
exception of the Revolutionary period, when it appears 
that the assets of the Town were exhausted by the War. 
Today the Town of Granville has two of the finest schools 
in the vicinity, one erected in 1933 at the Village and one 
in West Granville in 1936. We also attain one of the high- 
est records in the State in proportion to its children gradu- 
ating from higher institutions of learning. 


The industrial and economic life dates back to the days 
when one of the largest tanneries in Massachusetts was lo- 
cated in Tolland, then a part of Granville. Carving chop- 
ping bowls, butter and lard dishes, clothes pins, spindles, 
ete. became a home industry. The drum and spindle devel- 
oped into factory products. All of the Pitman rods for sew- 
ing machines in the United States were made by the Hol- 
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comb Brothers. Today the Noble & Cooley drum factory, 
founded in 1854, is still one of the largest of its kind in the 
world. 


During the early period of the Town, general farming 
was the chief agricultural activity. Recently this has given 
place to two specialized activities, the production of apples 
and blueberries. Our farmers are outstanding in the pro- 
duction of these crops, judged by appearance, taste and 
quality. 


It was to honor Dr. Cooley for fifty years of service that 
the Jubilee was observed in 1845 and adjourned to 1895. 
The Third Jubilee not only honors Dr. Cooley, but symbol- 
izes the tenacity and unity of purpose of the people of our 
town to carry on and maintain the ideals of their ances- 
tors, the settlers of two hundred years ago.

Report of The 
Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of Granville: 


Three persons received Temporary Aid this year and six 
received Old Age Assistance. Since only two of the Old Age 
Recipients have Granville settlements, the cost to the Town 
is comparatively small. 


Many new laws and policies pertaining to Old Age As- 
sistance became effective in 1945. Chief among them is 
Chapter 441 which gives the recipient the privilege of 
choosing his doctor subject to the rules of the Department. 


Chapter 683 becomes effective January 1, 1946. This 
provides that children’s support has been greatly liberal- 
ized as shown by the following table: 


Single child in the home Based on net income’ 1500.00 


Single child living apart 1750.00 
Married child, spouse self supporting 

no dependents 2750.00 
Married child, spouse dependent 2750.00 
Married child, each additional dependent 500.00 


The rate of contribution is one third above the exemp- 
tion amount. In addition to this change, the law provides 
that the child’s statement under oath shall be used to de- 
termine liability and no further investigation shall be made 
unless there is reasonable doubt as to the truth of his state- 


ments.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Granville 
for the period from April 5, 1944, the date of the previous 
examination, to November 14, 1945, and submit the follow- 
ing report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the departments collecting or disbursing money for the 
town or sending out bills for collection, were examined, 
checked, and verified. 
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The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the records of the departments making 
payments to the treasurer and with the other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury. The pay- 
ments were compared with the treasury warrants and with 
the selectmen’s classified record of expenditures, and the 
cash balance on November 14, 1945 was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank and by actual count of the cash on hand. 


The securities, including savings bank books, represent- 
ing the investment of the trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the town treasurer were examined and listed, 
the income being proved and the payments to the town be- 
ing verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The commitment lists of all taxes were 
added and proved with the warrants given by the board of 
assessors for their collection. The recorded collections were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, the recorded 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. 


The outstanding tax accounts were verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were exam- 
ined. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were 
checked with the record of licenses issued, the payments to 
the state and town treasurers were verified, and the cash 
on hand on November 14, 1945 was proved by actual count. 


The surety bonds filed with the town by the town clerk, 
town treasurer, and tax collector were examined and 


found to be in proper form. 

The receipts for licenses and permits issued by the board 
of selectmen were checked with the records of licenses and 
permits granted, and the payments to the treasurer were 


verified. 


The receipts for the rental of the town hall were checked 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 
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The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures were checked with the record of work done, the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand 
was counted. 


The records of accounts receivable of the bureau of old 
age assistance were examined. The charges were listed, the 
payments to the treasurer and the abatements were checked, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The recorded receipts of the librarian for fines were 
checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and 
the cash on hand on November 20, 1945 was proved by ac- 
tual count. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town on November 14, 1945. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the bal- 
ance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treasur- 
er’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, 
together with tables showing the trust and investment fund 
transactions. 


For the cooperation received from all town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my as- 
sistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Granville: 


Herewith is submitted my sixteenth annual report, it 
being the forty-third of such reports in this school union. 


The outstanding event of 1945 was the ending of World 
War II. Everyone rejoiced at the ending of the European 
phase of the war in May and unrestrained celebrations 
marked the end of the Pacific phase of the war in August. 
But this did not solve our problems. Indeed, they have 
grown more numerous and acute, problems of occupation 
of enemy countries, war criminal trials, economic relief for 
devastated allies, demobilization and internal problems of 
reconversion, inflation, strikes and food shortages. 


Among these problems, what to do with newly discovered 
atomic energy is undoubtedly the greatest. here has been 
much written and spoken about this subject that is unfor- 
tunate. No professor is going to tip over a test tube and 
blow up the whole planet; and the ground where atomic 
bombs have fallen is not radio-active for a generation, or 
for a week. Yet, no one can ignore the fact that every as- 
pect of our living and thinking was radically and perma- 
nently changed on August 5, 1945. No one can foresee what 
future developments in this field will bring us. 


We must not forget that there have been other scientific 
achievements growing out of the war, any one of which by 
itself would have revolutionized our way of life, airplanes 
which can cross the continent and return the same day, 
rockets traveling faster than sound, radar, electronics, au- 
roraphonics, and plastics, to mention a few. The materiai 
developments of two centuries have been crowded into five 
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years, while our social and economic life is on the 1870 lev- 
el, our political machinery on the 1820 level and our cul- 
tural and religious thinking about the same. The continued 
existence of civilization is literally a race to see whether 
the spiritual values of life can catch up with the material 
values. 


This prospect need not appall us. The United Nations Or- 
ganization at San Francisco was formed in a spirit of unity 
and forbearance and, as such things go, has been ratified by 
all freedom-loving nations in record time. The Bretton 
Woods Conference showed unusual good sense in dealing 
with complicated questions of international economics and 
finance, and the great powers are taking plenty of time in 
shaping permanent peace treaties. We are in the process of 
becoming ‘‘one World’; and best of all, everyone recognizes 
that this one world must be achieved, if all mankind is not 
to perish. 


In this race to preserve civilization, our country holds 
the key position, not alone because of its central geographi- 
cal position, its industrial power, its financial strength and 
its military might, but also because of its history. For over 
a century we have been at peace with our nearest neigh- 
bors, Canada and Mexico; and we have never fought a war 
against any of the other nations of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Peoples of every race and creed and nationality 
come to us and live with us and with each other in amity 
and good fellowship, as American citizens. If peace can be 
so nearly universal in the Western World, can we not rea- 
sonably hope that sometime it will be attained in the Old 
World? 


Perhaps it is impossible to tell how much of this Ameri- 
can achievement is due to our system of free educa ion for 
everybody, but one can be sure that the sympathetic study 
of all the peoples of earth in our geographies, the broaden- 
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ing influences of literature and the respect for truth that 
comes from a study of science have done much to unify 
us. The mingling of boys and girls, rich and poor, on the 
playground and in the classroom has greatly furthered the 
growth of democracy in the lives of our people. 


But there is much yet for the schools to do. We still have 
racial prejudice and industrial strife. We need to learn 
still more about our world neighbors and to understand even 
better their problems and viewpoints. The Springfield 
plan has become famous as a definite attempt to teach bet- 
ter racial understandings in the schools. In our rural schools 
we do the same work more informally, but no less effective- 
ly. In our geographies, we not only teach the global con- 
cepts of an air age, with the North Pole as the transporta- 
tion center of the world, but we stress ever and ever more 
strongly a knowledge of all the peoples of the earth. 


The past year has seen only one change in our personnel 
in Granville. Miss Benchley resigned in June at the Village 
School so as to work nearer her home in Wellesley. Miss 
Silan was transferred from West Granville to the primary 
room at the Village. By this transfer she is able to go home 
every night. Miss Alice Carbonneau was elected to the West 
Granville position. She is a graduate of the Westfield Teach- 
ers’ College with the degree of Bachelor of Science in EKdu- 
cation, and is doing excellent work as is Miss Silan, and 
indeed all of our teachers. Also, during the year the super- 
intendent’s office was brought back to Granville where it 
has been for more than half of the time since our school 
union was formed. In school unions, it is generally believed 
that there are distinct advantages for the town in which 
the work of the union is centered. 


Under the leadership of the National Education Associa- 
tion an extensive movement is on foot for the improvement 
of high school education throughout the United States. 
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Much that they are doing will prove of value in the elemen- 
tary grades as well. The New England Association of 
School Superintendents is initiating a vigorous movement 
for the improvement of all schools. As a fortunate coinci- 
dence our own state department of education is bringing 
to fruition a five year study of the curriculum in the elemen- 
tary school. New courses of study for primary grades are 
now ready for the printer and it is hoped that state-wide 
distribution can be had soon. Preprints of these have come 
to us and they indicate a radically new approach to our 
problems because of the fact that Granville schools have 
been progressive and forward-looking for so long, not 
many changes will have to be made in our work to be 
abreast of these latest educational movements. 


The state department of education, with the co-operation 
of the Federal government, is carrying another new project 
of great significance, that of regional high schools for the 
use of the veterans of World War II. The headquarters of 
our region is in Westfield and is therefore quite convenient 
for us. The service is flexible and free. I shall be glad to con- 
fer with any Granville veterans who may be interested. 


Attention is called to the reports of the school nurse 
and of the music supervisor. They indicate that the health 
work and the music are being conducted with the usual ef- 
ficiency. During the year, Miss Johnson had an opportuni- 
ty to expand her work in Connecticut. Because of her inter- 
est in the Granville schools and the pleasant conditions that 
surround her work here, she fortunately decided not to 
give up Granville. When we are able to keep the services of 
one of such superiority of ability, it is of incalculable ben- 
efit to the boys and girls. 


Another development in our schools is the excellent proj- 
ect, sponsored by the P.T.A., to have a completely organ- 
ized hot lunch, with Federal aid, at the Village School. For 
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the past few years a local lunch has been carried on by the 
teachers with the help of interested pupils. The larger proj- 
ect is bound to be of even greater benefit. Such a lunch, sci- 
entifically planned and efficiently carried out, has been 
found in many places to have a direct beneficial influence 
on the academic work and the personal health of the pupils. 


It has long been recognized that we need more apparatus 
for our school playgrounds. It was possible this year to 
make a good beginning toward meeting this need by the 
purchase of swings for both of our school playgrounds. 
These swings are of the type that should give long service. 
The pupils are delighted with them. 


The committee also purchased an emergency lighting unit 
for installation in the auditorium at the Village School. 
This is designed to come on automatically whenever the reg- 
ular lights fail and has been found essential in preventing 
panic when such a failure occurs during the use of the au- 
ditorium by a large audience. it is required by the new 
state building code adopted by the legislature following the 
Coconut Grove disaster. Our auditorium is large enough to 
come under the state regulations. The unit purchased is 
similar to the one in use at the Town Hall. 


In conclusion, we look forward to future progress confi- 
dently because of the splendid co-operation that has made 
past progress possible.

Following is a report on the musical activities in the 
Granville schools for the year of 1945: 


Our work in music started in much the same way as in 
previous years, with rote songs, one-part note-reading 
songs, first steps in musical theory, folk dances and rhythm 
band in the lower grades; and recreational songs, one, two 
and three-part songs, advanced musical theory and folk 
dances in the upper grades.

The school health service consisted of twenty visits to 
the schools.
